Same-sex marriage bill stalls in Sacto

fter three and a half hours of hearings on a proposal allowing 
California to refuse recognition of same-sex marriages per¬ 
formed out of state, Senate Democrats successfully hobbled 
the bill on Tuesday, June 8. 

Republican State Assemblyman Pete Knight’s proposal, AB 1982, 
would be applicable if the state of Hawaii legalizes same-sex mar¬ 
riage this year or next, as expected. The bill received a 3-1 vote - two 
short of approval, with five abstentions - and was likely to advance 
with hostile amendments. 

Republicans who had supported the measure initially abstained 
from voting after committee Democrats inserted provisions for 
wide-ranging domestic partnership rights to same-sex couples. 

Most of the proponents’ testimony at the hearing focused on their 
claims about the need to safeguard “traditional” marriage. 

“I think there is concern about what same-sex marriage will do, 


and I am one who believes that we should not recognize same-sex 
marriage because that’s a significant departure from public policy,” 
Knight said. “I think it degrades the sanctity of marriage.” 

Legalization in Hawaii would open the door for Californians to 
fly to Hawaii, get married, and return to demand that their marriages 
be recognized at home, as are those heterosexual marriages per¬ 
formed in other states, Knight told the committee. 

Committee Chairman Charles Calderon, D-Los Angeles, said de¬ 
fending traditional marriage may prove unnecessary if Hawaii’s 
court decision is delayed. The Hawaii Legislature, meanwhile, could 
put a proposed constitutional amendment on the ballot and head 
off legalization of same-sex marriage, he said. 

To keep it alive, Knight asked them to move the bill forward to the 
Appropriations Committee in hopes of rescinding the amendments 
in committee or later on the Senate floor. 

The bill passed the Assembly on a bare majority vote. Knight said 
he has the 22 votes needed to get it off the Senate floor to the desk

Transgenders, friends 
win ‘best float’ in 
Alameda July 4 parade

Wtp hey danced in bright red, 

I ' yellow, and blue feathered 
costumes at the Mayor’s 
Fourth of July Parade in Alameda 
last week, throwing candy to on¬ 
lookers and adding a brilliant 
splash of color against the foggy 
sky. And when the marching was 
over, “Viva Las Vegas,” a group 
made up of transgendered per¬ 
sons and friends dressed as show¬ 
girls, captured the event’s award 
for best float. 

The queer community was 
represented at the parade this year 
as never before. Out on the Island 
(OOTI) and the Alameda Lesbian 
Potluck Society also took part in 
the event, which is generally rec¬ 
ognized as the Bay Area’s largest 
Independence Day parade. The 
two contingents were not posi¬ 
tioned together at the event. 

Heather, a transgender resi¬ 
dent of Alameda who’s lived in 
the city for 30 years, organized the 
“Viva Las Vegas” contingent that 
danced down the street to tunes 
blasting from her pick-up truck - 
which was itself adorned with a 
ruby red shoe for the occasion. 
Some group members were trans¬ 
gender persons, while others were 
supportive friends. Most of them 
were in dresses and feathers, but 
some wore other outfits. 

Francis Vavra, an out female- 
to-male transsexual living in Oak¬ 
land, was one of those who took 
part in the contingent. Decked 
out in a black pin-stripe suit for 
the event, he told the B.A.R. 
Heather had just wanted to deco¬ 
rate her truck, be out, and be part 
of the parade. 

His life partner, Roxanna Ro- 
chette, also took part in the parade. 

Later, as the “showgirls” passed 
the crowd on Park Street, one older 
woman was heard asking a man, 
“What about those girls in the 
feathers? What was that about?” 

“I don’t think they were girls,” 
replied the man. 

“Oh, my,” the woman said. 

But the group received ap¬ 
plause from most of the residents 
who lined streets along the ap¬ 
proximately four-mile parade 
route. At the end of the march, 


they received a large trophy from 
Mayor Ralph Appezzato for hav¬ 
ing the best float. 

An estimated 10,000 people 
watched the three hour parade 
that featured approximately 150 
entrants. 

Vavra said that Alameda resi¬ 
dent Phil Ojeda received the tro¬ 
phy from the mayor. In 1993, 
Ojeda marched alone in the pa¬ 
rade carrying the rainbow flag. 

“We entered the parade just for 
the fun of it,” Heather said, adding 
that although the parade moved 
too fast for the group to do their 
routines completely, participants 
still enjoyed themselves. 

No mere ‘men in dresses’ 

The approximately 120 people 
who marched with OOTI and the 
potluck society also received pos¬ 
itive responses from a large num¬ 
ber of parade watchers. Their 
group began with a pale yellow 
1978 Rolls-Royce Silver Shadow II 
and a red 1965 Cadillac DeVille 
convertible leading the way in 
front of the OOTI banner. Both 
cars sported rainbow streamers 
and flags. 

Last year OOTI received a first 
place award in the parade, making 
this the second year in a row that 
a group from the gay, lesbian, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender commu¬ 
nity has won a prize in the event. 

San Francisco resident Gus 
Sabella, who owns the Rolls with 
his partner Dale Long, said he be¬ 
came interested in participating in 


the parade after he saw Allen on 
TV. Lately, he said, he has been 
following OOTI’s successful ef¬ 
forts to get the city to issue a 
proclamation recognizing the gay 
and lesbian community. 

“I thought it was time I start 
getting involved,” he told the B.A.R. 

OOTI received the proclama¬ 
tion from Appezzato on June 4. 
The full city council endorsed the 
mayor’s resolution on June 18, 
capping a year of controversy that 
led to the formation of OOTI and 
its active involvement in the 
Alameda community. 

After the parade, the “Viva Las 
Vegas” group joined OOTI mem¬ 
bers at their barbecue for an after¬ 
noon of socializing and networking. 
There were eighty people at that 
event. 

“It was nice to network with 
them afterwards,” Vavra said, “so 
the dialogue continued between 
transgenders and gays and les¬ 
bians.” He pointed out that not all 
transgender people identify as 
being gay or lesbian, and some are 
not out at all. 

Heather told the B.A.R. on July 
5 that she was upset at the cover¬ 
age their group received from an 
Alameda newspaper that de¬ 
scribed them as “men in dresses.” 

“We were a mixed group,” 
Heather said. “We had straight 
women, transsexuals, transvestites, 
drag queens, lesbians, and gays. 

“We represented every seg¬ 
ment of society.” ▼

Cynthia 
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Shanti announces lawsuit 
outcome, repays debts

S hanti Project held a Tues¬ 
day, July 9 City Hall press 
conference, including brief 
remarks by Mayor Willie Brown, 
to announce it had won $712,000 
in damages from Antonini Profes¬ 
sional Corporation, its former ac¬ 
countant. 

Most of the judgment, award¬ 
ed in binding arbitration last 
month, will be used to repay 
$449,748 in unauthorized AIDS 
service delivery expenditures the 
agency made during a 1991-92 
contract period. 

Calling the 18-year-old agency 
“a cornerstone” of the San Fran¬ 
cisco AIDS social service delivery 
system, Brown said he was happy 
to accept the repayment - which 
would go “back into the pot.” 

“I’m happy to see the city get 
back the $450,000. I’m certain 
that the $450,000 will come back 
to Shanti,” Brown said. 

Shanti Executive director Glo¬ 
ria Sandoval said the repayment 
of the funds will represent the clo¬ 
sure of a chapter in the agency’s 
history. 

“Today is one of the days for 
which I have waited since I ac¬ 
cepted the position of executive 
director of Shanti some two and a 
half years ago,” Sandoval said. 
“The other is the day we can put 
Shanti out of business because we 
have been effective in finding a 
cure for AIDS.” 

Sandoval became executive di¬ 
rector of the agency in November 
1993, seven months after the April 
1993 resignation of Shanti Project 
director Eric Rofes and deputy di¬ 
rector Melinda Paras. 

Rofes and Paras resigned from 
the agency two months after a 
February 1993 San Francisco 
Health Department of AIDS Of¬ 
fice review of eight Shanti hous¬ 
ing contracts worth $2.7 million 
revealed the improper expendi¬ 
tures. 

The AIDS Office also acknowl¬ 
edged they had been contacted by 
former Shanti housing manager 
Ellen Hartke, who charged the 
pair with mismanaging the 
agency’s budget - and its mission. 

Once the city’s largest AIDS 
housing contractor, Shanti even¬ 
tually transferred Shanti House, a 
65-bed residence for people with 
AIDS, to Catholic Charities, three 
24-hour care houses to Visiting 
Nurses and Hospice, and 12 con¬ 
gregate living flats to Baker Places. 

Significant upgrades 

The agency’s ability to raise 
funds to support its work was 
badly damaged in the ensuing 
scandal, despite the fact that it 


continued to provide an estimat¬ 
ed 2,000 clients with peer coun¬ 
seling, case management, and 
practical support, plus cultural 
and recreational activities. 

According to Sandoval, 
$250,000 of the settlement was 
awarded as damages from the ad¬ 
verse impact of news reports 
about the agency in the Bay Area 
Reporter and the now-defunct SF 
Sentinel 

Since 1993, Shanti has “signifi¬ 
cantly upgraded” its financial 
management system - and the last 
of three consecutive yearly audits 
have revealed no material weak¬ 
nesses in Shanti’s internal controls, 
Sandoval said. She added that the 


agency’s accounting systems are in 
compliance with generally accept¬ 
ed accounting principles, as well as 
the specific requirements of all 
government contracts. 

Shanti was represented by 
Brobeck, Phleger and Harrison in 
the lawsuit and subsequent bind¬ 
ing arbitration against Antonini. 

Any damages awarded in ex¬ 
cess of Shanti’s debt and legal fees 
will be credited to the agency’s 
forthcoming $2 million “Into The 
Light” fundraising campaign, said 
Shanti development director Paul 
A. Vander Waerdt. 

The campaign has raised more 
than $1.5 million of its $2 million 
goal. T

Since its begin¬ 
nings in 1990 - and the controversial ordinations of three openly 
gay candidates by San Francisco’s St. Francis and First United 
Lutheran churches - Lutheran Lesbian and Gay Ministries has be¬ 
come a national organization providing financial, spiritual, emo¬ 
tional, and practical support to pastors and congregations minis¬ 
tering to lesbian, gay, bisexual, and transgendered people.

Gay man named SF 
community college board prez

H ongtime openly gay com- 

' munity activist Lawrence 

WM Wong became the presi¬ 
dent of the San Francisco Com¬ 
munity College Board Monday, 
July 1. 

Wong has been vice president 
since his election to the board in 
November 1994. 

A leader in anti-bias efforts 
throughout the 75,000-student, 
ten-campus community college 
system, Wong has been an advo¬ 
cate for keeping the anti-gay mil¬ 
itary Reserve Officer Training 
Corps out of the college system. 

“As you know, the board some 
time ago resolved to stop using re¬ 
sources to promote the military,” 
Wong said. 

In addition to the policy ban¬ 
ning the military from recruiting 
students, the college system also 
will not provide information or 
assistance to students who want to 
obtain military scholarships - de-

spite a threatened loss of federal 
funds connected with the pro¬ 
gram. 

Wong said that a colleague’s re¬ 
cent alternate proposal, to allow 
gay and lesbian ROTC units, is 
unrealistic, and said the military 
deserves no support for college- 


type programs while it continues 
to discriminate against lesbian 
and gay college students. 

“Most of us felt that it [the 
proposal] wasn’t practical or real¬ 
istic,” Wong told the B.A.R. “If the 
president of the United States 
couldn’t get the military to accept 
openly gay people, why would 
they allow it at the ROTC level?” 

A former Human Rights Com¬ 
missioner, Wong has served as a 
member of the state Democratic 
Party Central Committee and is 
founding president of the Asian 
Pacific Democratic Club. He is 
also a former member of the 
AIDS Emergency Fund board of 
directors. 

Wong is the only gay male on 
the community college board. 
African-American lesbian Andrea 
Shorter was appointed to the 
board by Mayor Willie Brown last 
month. She replaced lesbian at¬ 
torney Leslie Katz, who was ap¬ 
pointed by Brown to the seat va¬ 
cated by Supervisor Willie 
Kennedy. ▼

Midnight Castro area 
armed robbery averted 
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by Dennis Conkin 

n armed robber held a gun 
to the neck of a victim and 
l demanded cash from her 
two friends in a Friday, June 21 
Castro district robbery attempt, 
but escaped with an accomplice 
when the scheme was aborted. 

The 12:30 a.m. incident oc¬ 
curred near the corner of 17th 
and Hartford Street. It was cut 
short when one of the women - 
not realizing the hold-up man 
held a gun to her friend’s neck - 
blew her safety whistle, causing 
the pair of would-be robbers to 
run down the street. 

The trio of women have re¬ 
quested anonymity in news re¬ 
ports because of concerns over 
the assailants’ possible retaliation. 

“We were on our way to our 
car. I saw these two guys coming 
over to us and I did not feel good. 
One walked up behind my friend 
and grabbed her and put the gun 
to her neck,” one victim told the 


Bay Area Reporter. 

The violent incident then 
began to quickly take on a 
“dream-like” quality, she said. 

“One of them said, ‘If some¬ 
body doesn’t come up with any 
money, she’s going to get popped.’ 
It was definitely a gun in her face. 
It wasn’t a water pistol. They kept 
asking for money.” 

The assailants were “nervous 
and scared,” said the woman who 
used a safety whistle she pulled 
from her backpack. 

“I didn’t know there was a gun 
or I may not have blown it,” she said. 

“They took off running. They 
ran out of there fast.” 

Although the whistle scared 
the assailants off, the woman ex¬ 
pressed amazement that no one in 
the neighborhood responded. 

“I am surprised. I’m from the 
ACT UP generation. Years ago 
everyone would have come run¬ 
ning when they heard a whistle,” 
she said. 

Whistles are primarily useful for 
preventing violence and for warn-

ing people, according to Commu¬ 
nity United Against Violence Exec¬ 
utive Director Lester Olmsted- 
Rose. But, he added, “It’s not nec¬ 
essarily going to prevent an attack. 

“I wouldn’t necessarily recom¬ 
mend it when a weapon is in¬ 
volved,” he told the B.A.R. “The 
best tactic is to learn self-defense 
skills.” 

Olmsted-Rose urged people to 
respond quickly to a whistle for 
assistance - either by offering di¬ 
rect assistance or by calling 911. 

He also urged victims of such 
violent incidents to report them 
to CUAV, as well as to the police. 

“We provide crisis counseling 
and can help with access to coun¬ 
selors if people need something 
more long-term,” he said. “This 
kind of violence can be very trau¬ 
matic and affect people for long 
periods of time.” 

Olmsted-Rose also said that 
CUAV would continue to provide 
whistles free of charge to lesbian 
and gay community members 
who want them. 

The attempted robbery oc¬ 
curred within days of another re¬ 
ported Hartford Street incident, 
involving a possible mugging by a 
gang of youths. T

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Actions, reactions, & inactions 


A ccording to the great gravity discov¬ 
erer Sir Isaac Newton, “For every ac¬ 
tion there is an equal and opposite re¬ 
action.” That’s obviously very true on Wall 
Street these days, (where good news that 
fewer Americans are languishing without 
jobs immediately leads to a free-fall of stock 
prices) and in Vancouver (where a surfeit of 
good medical news may be leading to a free- 
fall of HIV protection practices). 

Ever since word got out that protease 
inhibitors and the non-nuke Nevirapine 
dramatically reduce HIV levels, people 
have been using the word “cure” with in¬ 
creasing frequency. We’ve even heard sto¬ 
ries about PWAs’ friends and relatives call¬ 
ing to congratulate them that the end to 
the disease has been found. Those stories, 
springing as they do from loved ones’ long¬ 
ings, are sort of touching and bittersweet; 
unfortunately, some other stories we’ve 
heard - about people thinking they don’t 
need to protect themselves against HIV as 
much as they did last month or last year - 
are simply horrific. 

Whatever good is coming out of Van¬ 
couver this week could easily be overshad¬ 
owed by its equal and opposite potential. 
If people get the idea that safer sex isn’t still 
necessary, and if legislators get the idea 
that research isn’t still necessary, the results 
will be catastrophic. 

By the way, we’d like to say that we are 
not trying to divide the community into 
the HIV-negatives and HIV-positives, with 
the negatives being somehow better. What 
we are saying, in exactly the same way we 
would tell people there is neither dishonor 
nor joy in getting food poisoning, is that 
an ounce of prevention is still worth more 
than a pound of whatever is passing as a 
“cure” for AIDS these days. 

As for Wall Street, this may not be a “gay 
issue,” but evidence piles up every day to 
convince us that something is seriously 
wrong there. For months now, stock prices 
have fallen every time news is released that 
some of the rest of us have gotten jobs. 

That is an example of what Republi¬ 
cans’ “trickle-down” economics really 
bring: a war between Main Street and Wall 
Street. 

What makes it weirder still is how we’ve 
been listening to an increasing call for wel¬ 
fare reform for the last three years, and to 


politicians on both sides of the aisle saying 
the country needs to get those women and 
children off the dole and onto the employ¬ 
ment rolls. Now, we have to assume, even if 
such a change were possible it would be (at 
least, in this post-1984 doublespeak) “bad” 
for the economy. 

Think about it: last week’s 
strong employment report 
caused the Dow Jones to drop , 
over 150 points in a day, so one 
can only imagine what panic 
there would be if everyone on wel¬ 
fare - people who are not now, and 
have never been, counted as the “un¬ 
employed,” incidentally - 
went back to work. 

The Republicans and so- 
called blue dog Democrats 
who push so hard to get people off welfare 
obviously know there are no jobs for them. 
And that’s the way they like it. They also 
know - and so do Wall Street managers 
and anyone who has taken an economics 
course - that the higher a nation’s unem¬ 
ployment rate, the lower its inflation rate. 
(It’s an oversimplification, and it doesn’t 
explain the “stagflation” of the Nixon era, 
but it’s true enough.) Which means that 
the people who are “not working” are, by 


their inaction, working very hard to keep 
Wall Street rich. 

And that means that perhaps they de¬ 
serve a raise. 

One final note: Although the recently 
released report by the Presidential Adviso¬ 
ry Council on HIV/AIDS does take 
Clinton to task for his inaction - sort 
of - it lacks the kind of anger we’d 
like to see. It certainly falls short of 
the anger we feel. We have seen too 
many friends die, and too few in¬ 
stances where our president cares 
^ enough to listen to his experts. (Or 
even his predecessors’ experts: 
the Reagan and Bush panels’ 
recommendations have still 
not been implemented.) It’s 

infuriating. 

The best thing about the report might 
be that it brings the concept of anal con¬ 
doms to a wider audience. Those little de¬ 
vices are, in our opinion, the best new HIV 
prevention idea ever. Once again we would 
urge readers who have anal sex to get one. 
Shove it up your ass. See if it isn’t great. 

Do it today. Because despite what you 
may be hearing from Vancouver, the epi¬ 
demic is not over. T

It have rarely read anything as irresponsi- 
m ble as Michael Botkin’s commentary 
I “Lefty queer defeatism” published in the 
June 27 issue of the B.A.R. Mr. Botkin at¬ 
tempts to discredit our position on the issue 
of marriage, based on his claim that we are 
a “front group” for Prairie Fire Organizing 
Committee. 

For the record, LAGAI has never been 
connected with Prairie Fire or any other po¬ 
litical organization. We are an independent 
lesbian and gay liberation group. Some of 
us have friends who are in Prairie Fire, and 
we have worked in coalitions with them and 
many other groups, but we don’t want to 
join and they probably wouldn’t have us. 
And if recruiting was our goal, we would be 
pretty much of a disaster, since we have 
hovered at 6-8 members for nearly ten 
years. 

Botkin devotes a whole paragraph to 
challenging our right to use the acronym 
LAGAI for our new name, Lesbian and Gay 
Insurrection. What is he, the acronym po¬ 
lice? LAGAI’s full name was once Lesbians 
and Gays Against Intervention in Latin 
America. Its focus was opposing U.S. mili¬ 
tary intervention in Central America, sup¬ 
porting queers in Latin America and con¬ 
fronting heterosexism in the left. This in¬ 
cluded actively and vocally opposing the 
anti-gay and AIDS-phobic policies of the 
Cuban government while supporting its 


achievements in healthcare, literacy, and so¬ 
cial equality. 

Since 1985, we have focused more on 
domestic lesbian/gay issues and AIDS is¬ 
sues, while continuing to oppose U.S. mil¬ 
itarism. We wanted our name to reflect 
more of what we really do, but we liked 
our acronym, LAGAI (pronounced La 
Gay). Earlier this year we agreed on 
Lesbian and GAy Insurrection, and 
we have had it on the last three is¬ 
sues of our newsletter Ultraviolet. 

We are proud of our history as an 
anti-intervention group and are 
making no attempt to hide it. 

The flier Michael 
Botkin attacked was given 
out at our Mass Les¬ 
bian/Gay Divorce, a very 
successful event held June 22 at Harvey 
Milk Plaza. If Botkin had attended the 
event, or contacted us (contact information 
was included on the flier), he might have 
more accurately reflected our politics with¬ 
out having to agree with them. 

We do not support the Defense of Mar¬ 
riage Act or any other anti- giy legislation. 
Of course, gay people must fight it. We be¬ 
lieve queers should have every right that 
straight people have. But not every right is 
worth fighting for or exercising. During the 
debates about gays in the military, we said 
that it is a civil right to be in the military but 
a human right to stay out of it. We feel the 
same about marriage. 

The heterosexual nuclear family is the 
basic institution of every authoritarian, re¬ 


pressive society. It is the most dangerous 
place in the world for women and children. 
In this country, a woman is battered at least 
every 15 seconds; at least one in three girls 
and one in five boys is sexually abused, 
many by parents or friends of parents. A 
1994 Gallop poll found that one in 20 fam¬ 
ilies severely beats their children, leading to 
three million reported cases of abuse that 
year. This is not a model lesbians and gay 
men should emulate. 

Botkin suggests that we are in- 
4 correctly extrapolating from our 
own atypical experience of abu¬ 
sive homes. His story about his 
unprincipled ex-lover, Joe, 
who was not in LAGAI or 
Prairie Fire, suggests he is 
the one who is unfairly 
generalizing from his own experience. 

We share many of the goals of the Free¬ 
dom To Marry campaign. But marriage is 
not a good way to obtain healthcare or cit¬ 
izenship, for anybody. We believe we need 
to fight for quality healthcare for everyone, 
and the right of all people to live where they 
want, regardless of marital status and every 
other kind of status. T

Working with HIV 

Thank you for bringing to the community’s atten¬ 
tion (“Workshop on employment and government 
benefits for people with HIV Wednesday,” June 20) 
the third of the recurring workshops “Working While 
Receiving Government Benefits: The Do’s and 
Don’ts” presented by Positive Resource, which was led 
on June 26th by Ruth Crowe and Ellen Stein of the 
Financial Benefits Program of the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation. I would like to clarify a misrepresenta¬ 
tion of the history of these workshops, particularly 
because I think it’s a terrific example of collaboration 
within the HIV services community to meet emerg¬ 
ing needs. 

The first of these workshops was held on March 6, 
the brainchild of and led by Irwin Keller, Executive 
Director of AIDS Legal Referral Panel. Irwin recom¬ 
mended inviting benefits specialists from AIDS Ben¬ 
efits Counselors and the San Francisco AIDS Foun¬ 
dation’s Financial Benefits Program to join the AIDS 
Legal Referral Panel in revolving presentation of this 
workshop. Mairi McKeever from ABC then led the 
second of these workshops on April 24th. 

This inter-agency cooperation has made possible a 
regular public forum for presentation of information 
that is important to many people, especially people 
living with HIV wishing to work.

No conflict in animal rights 

The recent B.A.R. articles accusing animal rights 
groups of extremism (Jeff Getty, 6/13 and Bob Roehr, 
6/20) exhibited rather flagrant extremism in them¬ 
selves, in my opinion. I support animal rights and nu¬ 
merous HIV/AIDS-oriented groups and find no con¬ 
flict in this dual allegiance. 

Many animal rights supporters recognize the need 
for controlled animal experimentation but with two 
qualifications: 1. greater concern for legitimacy of the 
research; 2. treatment of the animals that is as hu¬ 
mane as possible, given the unnatural and abbreviat¬ 
ed lives to which they are usually subjected. What we 
oppose is the massive animal experimentation indus¬ 
try which supports pseudoresearch involving the 
same mindless procedures year after year, generally 
with wasted Federal research money. I don’t speak 
from animal sentimentality, but from six years as an 
employee of a medical research organization which 
used animals in its labs, and too often misused them. 

While it is probably true that at this point no com¬ 
puter can emulate human biological functions and 
responses perfectly, it is clear from so many failed 
drug experiments that animals make a very inade¬ 
quate model for human physiological processes, also. 
How many times have we been cheered by encourag¬ 
ing results from initial test tube and animal experi¬ 
ments only to witness the new wonder drug fail 
abysmally in human trials. Appropriate computer re¬ 
search may be a much faster avenue to creating accu¬ 
rate models for drug testing than genetically altering 
animals to simulate human immune responses, and 
could stretch the research dollar, as well. 

With countless others, I rejoice in Getty’s im¬ 
proved health, from whatever cause. I wonder if the 
malicious letters he quoted were really motivated by 
writers’ concerns for animal welfare. They seem more 
likely to have been written by blatant homophobes 
using the animal issue as a shield - a more defensible 
way to spew their venom than simply yelling “Fag¬ 
got!” Most rational animal rights people do not favor 
“rats over people,” a foolish cheap shot. As for Dan 
Matthews’ alleged statement, “Don’t get the disease in 
the first place, Schmo” - if he said such a thing, he 
should be ashamed and PETA should dump him as 
unceremoniously as is a used-up laboratory animal. 

While the value of human life is a given beyond 
dispute, it just doesn’t follow that our species is justi¬ 
fied in regarding all other species as mere throwaways. 
Aren’t we all - humans/plantlife/animals - part of a 
total environment, each part of which is worthy of 
care that is responsible and compassionate?

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DiFi keeps 'em guessing on '98 run 

California, here she comes?

recent statewide poll shows 
Senator Dianne Feinstein 

as the overwhelming fa¬ 
vorite for governor in 1998 of 
California Democrats. The re¬ 
spected Field Poll, conducted less 
than a month ago among Democ¬ 
rats across the state, has Feinstein 
with a commanding 40 percent of 
California Democrats, a better 
than two-to-one advantage over 
Lieutenant Governor Gray Davis. 

Davis, who’s already an an¬ 
nounced candidate, won the sup¬ 
port of only 18 percent of party 
members polled. The former Cal¬ 
ifornia secretary of state and As¬ 
sembly member is followed close¬ 
ly by current White House Chief 
of Staff Leon Panetta, a former 
member of Congress from Mon¬ 
terey, who drew 15 percent. 

In the Field Poll, fourth place 
was grabbed by former State In¬ 
surance Commissioner John 
Garamendi (now an assistant 
secretary of the Department of 
Interior), and fifth by state 
Controller Kathleen 
Connell, pulling seven 
percent and four per¬ 
cent, respectively. 

Of those voters 
polled, Feinstein, 
clearly the best 
known of the group, 
comes up with 
a surprisingly 
strong 67 per¬ 
cent “favor¬ 
able” rating, contrasted with only 
21 percent giving her an “unfa¬ 
vorable” nod. Davis, on the other 
hand, racks up a less impressive 
favorable-unfavorable ratio of 54- 
24 percent. 

Some of Senator Feinstein’s 
closest political advisors tell me 
that the former mayor is less like¬ 
ly to make another run for gover¬ 
nor if the Democrats take control 
of the U.S. Senate this November. 
However, if her party fails to make 
the net gain of four seats they 
need to create at least a tie in the 
Senate (with Al Gore as the tie¬ 
breaker), she might be inclined to 
make another bid for Sacramen¬ 
to. 

This writer recently spoke with 
the senator at a party at her home 
and asked what she thought of the 
just-released poll. Feinstein 
smiled and was clearly pleased 
that so many of her guests were 
talking about the impressive re¬ 
sults. As to her decision, she 
would only coyly say, “We’ll see, 
Wayne, we’ll see,” before deftly 
changing the subject to how im¬ 
portant it is that President Bill 
Clinton is re-elected. 

It is no secret, however, that 
friends and political supporters 
close to Senator Barbara Boxer 
are urging Feinstein to run for 
governor. Another Field Poll re¬ 
leased just last week shows De¬ 
mocrat Boxer vulnerable as she 
looks to her re-election bid in 
1998. Just 34 percent of California 
voters said they are now inclined 
to re-elect her two years from No¬ 
vember, while 48 percent were not 
inclined to support her (another 
18 percent had no opinion). Many 
feel that the popular Feinstein on 
the ticket as the gubernatorial 
nominee would really help Boxer. 

Dianne Feinstein for governor 
and Barbara Boxer for another 
term in the U.S. Senate would 
make a strong, attractive team for 
the Democratic Party ballot in 
1998 - and the name of the game 


is winning (sorry about that, 
Gray). I have the very distinct feel¬ 
ing that we’ll see Dianne Feinstein 
as the Democratic nominee for 
governor, regardless of who wins 
control of the U.S. Senate 
this year.

Meanwhile, as researchers and 
activists from more than 100 
countries gathered in Vancouver, 
the Canadian government an¬ 
nounced they would cut $31 mil¬ 
lion in annual funding for Cana¬ 
da’s principal AIDS program after 
1998. Canadian Prime Minister 
Jean Chretien was roundly crit¬ 
icized for refusing to officially 
open the conference on Sunday, 
the first time the leader of the host 
country has not opened the meet¬ 
ing. 

In Fort Worth, Texas, a judge 
last week dismissed a multimil- 
lion-dollar palimony suit filed 
against Van Cliburn by a man 
who claims the famed pianist ex¬ 
posed him to HIV during a 17- 
year sexual relationship. 

One of the hottest rumors lo¬ 
cally has former Mayor Frank 
Jordan being urged to seek state 
Senator Quentin Kopp’s seat 
when the “Q” terms out. Assem¬ 
blywoman Jackie Speier is re¬ 
portedly eyeing the seat as well. 

Those who think aggressive

other hike. Shortly after, in the 
space between waking and dream, 
I’d found myself floating over the 
mountain, looking at a topo¬ 
graphical overlay that was a map 
of the mundane and transperson¬ 
al parts of my psyche.

I sat in contemplation back in 
base camp at 8,000 feet, and real¬ 
ized there indeed had been a shift 
in self-awareness, insight into my¬ 
self and my life. It was more sub¬ 
tle, and has been coming in a 
trickle instead of like a curtain 
suddenly lifting. I used to be real¬ 
ly intense about the need to seek 
illumination, fearing misplacing 
insights in the daily blues. Now I 
know getting myself to and hiking 
about in places where I put myself 
in insight’s path is just what I do. 
When that becomes so routine 
you hardly think about it, maybe 
you’re there - and any positive ef¬ 
fect your presence in the world 
has is all the justification you need 
for being here. 

And is transcending being in a 
body more important than being 
in a body and doing cool stuff? If 
self-realization is a process of 
growing up spiritually, how come 
an adolescence never figures into 
anyone’s scheme of things? What 
would a spiritual adolescent say 
when it dawns on her that she’s a 
spiritual being incarnated in a 
body?

Old lesbians to gather 
in Minnesota for conference 


Many SF activists expected to attend

esbians age 60 and over are 
planning to gather in Min¬ 
nesota next month for an 
Old Lesbians Organizing for 
Change (OLOC) conference that 
will focus on age discrimination 
and homophobia, among other 
topics. 

Organizers invite all older les¬ 
bians to attend the August 15-18 
event at the University of Min¬ 
nesota in Minneapolis. The theme 
of this years event is “Examining 
Our Lives, Confronting Our Chal¬ 
lenges, Celebrating Our 
Strengths.” It is expected to be the 
largest-ever gathering of old les¬ 
bians, according to event plan¬ 
ners. 

San Francisco lesbians Del 
Martin and Phyllis Lyon, whose 
book Lesbian/Woman eased com¬ 
ing-out pains for countless 
women, are expected to con¬ 
tribute their unique perspective to 
relationship issues at the event. 
The couple celebrated their 43rd 
anniversary recently, and have 
published the 20th anniversary 
edition of their book. 

Martin and Lyon were also del¬ 
egates at last year’s White House 
Conference on Aging, and plan to 
share information on that forum 
at next month’s conference. 

Another San Francisco resi¬ 
dent, Sara Davis, 72, is also ex¬ 
pected to attend the conference. 
Davis is a retired Navy officer, 
Peace Corps volunteer, and gold 
medal-winning competitive 
swimmer. 

The gathering is also expected 
to attract other leading figures in 
the old lesbian community. Bar¬ 
bara McDonald will be the 
keynote speaker. Co-author of the 
acclaimed book Look Me in the 
Eye , McDonald is expected to set 
the tone for the conference with 
her commentary on ageism in the 
lesbian community and in the 
world. 

Joan Catlover, of Florida, 
summed up the spirit of the gath¬ 
ering, saying, “We are leaping out 
of our closets and off our rocking 
chairs to challenge ageist stereo¬ 
types in society at large and in the 
gay and lesbian communities, and 
to confront homophobia every¬ 
where.” 

Other old lesbians expected to 
attend the conference include Eu¬ 
nice Samuels, 69, an African- 
American lesbian activist and 
breast cancer survivor from Man¬ 
hattan’s East Village; Arden 
Eversmeyer, 64, and Charlotte 
Avery, 65, lifelong lesbians and 
OLOC volunteers from Houston, 
Texas; Vera Martin, 72, an 
African-American great-grand¬ 
mother and national OLOC coor¬ 
dinator, from Apache Junction, 
Arizona; Kore Mountain, 63, a 
longtime activist in the areas of 
sexual abuse, battered women, 
and addictions, from Ottawa, 
Canada; and Annalee Stewart, 68, 
a retired professor of social work 
from the University of Minneso¬ 
ta, and a lifelong lesbian who 
raised an adopted son and who is 
now a grandmother. 

Plenary sessions will be held 
on the subjects of “Our Commu¬ 
nity - What Unites Us and What 
Divides Us”; “Confronting Our 
Challenges”; “Living Our Lives”; 
and “Creating Change.”

Conference planners, OLOC 
members, and local community 
groups are planning an all-ages, 
all-women’s banquet and dance at 
a Minneapolis hotel on Friday, 
August 16, featuring entertain¬ 
ment by lesbians over 60. Addi¬ 
tionally, old lesbians will celebrate 
their talents by having a display of 
arts and crafts available. 

Organizers said the conference 
fee of $175 (early registration) or 
$200 includes registration, three 
nights lodging at the university 
dorm, and three meals daily, in¬ 
cluding the Friday night banquet. 
Organizers noted that scholar¬ 
ships and community housing are 


available for economically disad¬ 
vantaged women. 

The conference will be wheel¬ 
chair accessible and fragrance- 
free, and will have American Sign 
Language (ASL) interpreters. 

The conference is open to les¬ 
bians over 60, although their 
partners may be under 60 years of 
age. ▼

ations of city boards and commis¬ 
sions are conducted in full view of 
the public. 

“I feel like I have an enormous 
responsibility to ensure the Sun¬ 
shine Ordinance is adhered to,” 
McQuarters told the B.A.R. “I feel 
honored that they [task force 
members] put faith in me to lead 
them.” 

McQuarters, who at 30 is the 
second youngest member of the 
task force, was one of the original 
appointees to the body two years 
ago. 

He said one of the things he 
would like to see is a workshop for 
city commissioners to educate 
them on regulations of the Sun¬ 
shine Ordinance. 

“Although I am the only open¬ 
ly gay and African-American on 
the task force, I was pleased none 
of those things played a part se¬ 
lecting me as chair,” McQuarters 
said. 

He added that he invites any¬ 
one in the community who feels 
“their rights are being trampled 
on while trying to access” govern¬ 


ment documents or information 
to file a complaint with the task 
force. 

McQuarters is a co-founder of 
Lesbians and Gays of African De¬ 
scent for Democratic Action 
(LGADDA), and is a former vice 
president of the Harvey Milk Les¬ 
bian/Gay/Bisexual/Democratic 
Club. 

The Sunshine Ordinance was 
championed by former supervisor 
Roberta Achtenberg before she 
went to Washington D.C. to take a 
job with HUD, McQuarters noted. 
The ordinance was completed by 
Supervisor Kevin Shelley. 

At its July 17 meeting, the task 
force will hold a hearing on a 
complaint concerning the city’s 
refusal to release documents relat¬ 
ing to the city’s sale of the Viacom 
cable franchise to Telecommuni¬ 
cations, Inc. (TCI). T

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Fifth international transgender 
law conference held in Houston 

FTM issues discussed for the first time

ore than 55 transgen- 
dered, and supportive 
non-transgendered, attor¬ 
neys and activists from three con¬ 
tinents gathered in Houston, Texas 
for the annual Transgen legal con¬ 
ference, sponsored by the Interna¬ 
tional Conference on Transgender 
Law and Employment Policy, Inc. 
(ICTLEP). This year’s event was 
the largest and most diverse in the 
conference’s five year history. 

Over a half-dozen of the con¬ 
ference’s attendees were from the 
Bay Area, including a number of 
the leaders of the Bay Area Trans¬ 


gender Law Association and 
Workshops (BATLAW), which 
gave a report at the conference on 
organizing local transgender legal 
organizations. BATLAW is the first 
and only such local transgender

transgendered people of color, and 
non-transsexual members of the 
transgender community. 

Shannon Minter, an FTM and 
a staff attorney for the National 
Center for Lesbian Rights in San 
Francisco, presented a moving re¬ 
port on legal issues regarding abu¬ 
sive psychiatric treatment of trans¬ 
gendered minors, as well as gay, 
lesbian, and bisexual youth, under 
the diagnosis of “Gender Identity 
Disorder.” Minter also spoke on 
other issues related to healthcare 
for transgendered people. 

Lesbian feminist law profes¬ 
sors Mary Coombs of the Univer¬ 
sity of Miami and Elvia Arriola of 
the University of Texas at Austin 
presented the opening and closing 
plenary speeches, respectively, fo¬ 
cusing on issues regarding the 
connection between lesbian femi-

nist analysis of gender and that of 
transgendered theorists about sex 
and gender. Each argued that is¬ 
sues of gender, sex, and sexuality 
are connected, and should be ad¬ 
dressed by lesbian feminists and 
transgendered people alike. 

“Just as Adrienne Rich noted 
the compulsory nature of hetero¬ 


sexuality,” argued Coombs, 
“transgendered people have expe¬ 
rienced the compulsory nature of 
gender. Those compulsory rules 
are intertwined, as dykes and ef¬ 
feminate men know, and all our 
communities - gay, lesbians, fem¬ 
inists, transsexuals and other

his week, Tampa is hosting 
what local tourism officials 
consider to be one of the 
largest conventions ever to be held 
in this Florida city. The gathering, 
which opened with a Pride Parade 
in downtown Tampa last Sunday, 
July 7, is the Gay and Lesbian As¬ 
sociation (GALA) of Choruses 
Festival V, which brings together 
as many as 6,000 singers from 90 
choruses in the United States, 
Canada, Europe and Australia. 
The festival, which happens once 
every four years, was last held in 
Denver, Colorado in 1992. 

The festival means big business 
for Tampa. More than 20 percent 
of the city’s 12,000 hotel rooms 
have been booked by festival or¬ 
ganizers and participants. In ad¬ 
dition to those involved in the fes¬ 
tival, as many as 30,000 people are 
expected to watch the week-long, 
non-competitive concerts. 

Tampa almost blew this big 
business and tourism opportuni¬ 
ty when voters in 1992 repealed 
the city’s ban on discrimination 
based on sexual orientation. The 
ballot measure prompted festival 
organizers to consider other loca¬ 
tions that were more gay-friendly. 
However, when the courts found 
in October, 1993 that more than 
400 signatures that put the mea¬ 
sure on the ballot were not valid, 
the city reinstated the ban under 
its human rights ordinance. A 
similar ordinance banning dis¬ 
crimination based on sexual ori¬ 
entation in nearby Hillsborough 
County was repealed by county 
commissioners last May, forcing 
GALA V festival officials to cancel 
contracts with hotels in that 
county. 

The musical performances are 
being held at the Tampa Bay Per¬ 
forming Arts Center. Among 
those represented in the festival 
are three Bay Area choruses: the 
San Francisco Gay Men’s Chorus, 
the Lesbian/Gay Chorus of San 
Francisco, and the newly-formed 
Silicon Valley Gay Men’s Chorus. 

The San Francisco Gay Men’s 
Chorus, recognized as the “cata¬ 
lyst” for the organization of other 
gay and lesbian choruses around 
the world, is sending the biggest 
delegation to Tampa, to perform 
a new commissioned work titled 
Naked Man , by its composer-in- 
residence Robert Seeley, and lyri¬ 
cist Philip Littell. During the com¬ 
missioned work’s world premiere, 
held at Davies Symphony Hall last 
month, SFGMC Artistic Director 
Stan Hill told the audience that 
Naked Man is really about per¬ 
sonal stories of chorus members, 
and a positive affirmation of gay 
life. 

The chorus recently recorded 
the work, which will be available 
on CD and cassette starting this 
month. ▼

Who gets Halloween this year? 
Who wants it?

undreds of thousands of 
Halloween revelers will be 
I strutting their stuff in the 
Civic Center Plaza this year in¬ 
stead of the Castro, if a city per¬ 
mit group approves the location 
change sought by the event’s or¬ 
ganizers. 

However, the North of Market 
Planning Coalition will oppose 
the permit, according to Richard 
Allman, the executive director of 
the powerful Tenderloin neigh¬ 
borhood watchdog group, unless 
the event is alcohol-free and shuts 
down at 11 p.m. 

The annual event moved to the 
Castro in 1979 after almost a 
decade in the Polk Street area, be¬ 
cause of increases in crime, traffic 
and parking difficulties, and other 
crowd control problems it created 
in the low-income residential 
neighborhood. Castro residents 
and merchants have expressed 
dissatisfaction with the event ever 


“It’s just outgrown the Castro, 
and we are preparing to take Hal¬ 
loween to its next level,” said 
Lester Olmstead-Rose, executive 
director of Community United 
Against Violence, which produces 
the annual event. 

But the Tenderloin is a resi¬ 
dential neighborhood, too, All- 
man says, and many people living 
in the area will have their lives dis¬ 
rupted by the event. 

“We understand exactly how 
Castro residents feel,” Allman 
said. “We will do our best to work 
with CUAV, but we have two con¬ 
cerns. Alcohol should not be al¬ 
lowed or sold in Civic Center 
Plaza, and the event should close 
at 11 p.m. It’s a weekday night.” 

Allman told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that CUAV has not agreed 
to the demands. 

In addition to the change in lo¬ 
cation, for the first time the event 
will charge a two-tiered admission 
fee - general admission will cost 
$3 for those without a costume, 
and people wearing costumes will 
pay $2.

“That’s what Halloween is 
about,” Olmstead-Rose said. “It’s 
about dressing up and coming 
out. We want people to come out 
and join the queer community 
and wear their queer souls on 
their sleeves for the night. 

“It’s going to be a real fun 
party.” 

Although organizers are not 
yet prepared to release the celebri¬ 
ty entertainment line-up, media 
consultant David Perry said it’s 
top of the line. 

“We’d really like to see it be¬ 
come an international event,”

Perry told the BA.R. “We already 
have major corporate sponsorship 
in line.” 

Perry said the Civic Center is 
an “ideal site” for the annual 
CUAV fundraiser, and down¬ 
played concerns over the site’s 
proximity to the high-crime Ten¬ 
derloin area. 

“It’s a big space and it’s cen¬ 
trally located,” he said. 

Other locales considered and 
rejected for the annual party in¬ 
cluded the Embarcadero’s Justin 
Herman Plaza and the Moscone 
Center in the South of Market 
area. 

In addition to a paid security 
staff, plus volunteer safety moni¬ 
tors to assist with crowd control, 
the San Francisco Police Depart¬ 
ment will detail officers to the 
event. 

The annual budget for Hal¬ 
loween ’96 will top $50,000, ac¬ 
cording to Olmstead-Rose, com¬ 
pared to last year’s Castro Street 
event, which cost $40,000 for 
music, security, and other pro¬ 
duction costs. 

The event’s relocation from 
the Castro to Civic Center was 
unofficially announced during 
the annual Freedom Day Parade, 
but will be more formally an¬ 
nounced sometime this month, 
Perry said. ▼

doesn’t prevent Ethics 
Commission work

T he San Francisco Ethics 
Commission approved Su¬ 
pervisor Tom Ammiano’s 
proposed “Honest Election Ordi¬ 
nance” by a 5-0 vote Monday, 
July 8, and sent it to the board of 
supervisors for assignment to 
committee and eventual public 
hearings. 

The measure was approved de¬ 
spite efforts by Jim Prevo, a staffer 
for gay political consultant Robert 
Barnes, to have openly gay Com¬ 
missioner Paul Melbostadt dis¬ 
qualified from voting on the ordi¬ 
nance. 

If passed by the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors, the election 
reform measure could force polit¬ 
ical consultants to open their cof¬ 
fers to further public scrutiny, and 
will also ban them from lobbying 
current or former clients. 

“I’m not going to comment on 
the matter,” Prevo said. 

Prevo filed a complaint before 
the Ethics Commission charging 
Melbostadt with violating com¬ 
mission rules by actively cam¬ 
paigning for Municipal Court 
candidate Ron Albers - against 
one of Barnes’ clients. 

“I personally witnessed him, 
on the weekend immediately pre¬ 
ceding the election, standing on 
the median strip near Castro 
Street and 17th Street, holding an 
Albers campaign sign, shouting to 
passing motorists and pedestrians 
to vote for Albers,” he said. 

The complaint, filed June 18th, 
urged the commission to investi¬ 
gate Melbostadt and ban his par¬ 
ticipation in discussions of Am¬ 
miano’s proposed ordinance. 

Melbostadt acknowledged that 
he was campaigning - with Al¬ 
bers’ parents at his side - and 
pointed out that commission 
rules do not prohibit him from 
involvement with candidates for 
state office. 

“Ron Albers was not a candi¬ 
date for city office, he was a can¬ 
didate for state office,” he said. 
“He’s also not subject to the $500 
limit on contributions for city 
candidates, either.” 

Melbostadt also said Prevo has 
his own conflicts in raising the 
complaints. The attorney has 
raised the possibility of pursuing 
civil damages against Prevo for 
the alleged assault and battery of 
local gay man Ted Knapp at a re¬ 
cent Harvey Milk Democratic

Club meeting. No police report 
was filed in that incident. 

“I’m sure he’s aware of that,” 
Melbostadt told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “Ted Knapp is a longtime 
client.” 

Prevo’s complaint is now pend¬ 
ing before the commission. 

Melbostadt also denied accu¬ 
sations that he passed out Milk 
Club slate cards, which would 
have violated rules against in¬ 
volvement in local races. He told 
the B.A.R. he only referred to the 
cards to point out to passersby 
that Albers had been endorsed by 
the historic lesbian and gay polit¬ 
ical club. 

“If anyone asked me about the 
other candidates or propositions, 
I told them to vote their con¬ 
science,” Melbostadt said. T

first national leader who has failed 
to make an appearance at an in¬ 
ternational AIDS conference in 
his own country. Instead, Chre¬ 
tien’s government was represent¬ 
ed by Minister of Health David 
Dingwall, causing Canadian ac¬ 
tivists to turn their backs and 
chant “Where’s Chretien?” 
throughout Dingwall’s address. 

British Columbia Premier 
Glen Clark officially opened the 
conference, and Nkosazana 
Zurma, South Africa’s Minister of 
Health, presented the keynote ad¬ 
dress, which included greetings 
from President Nelson Mandela.

Time for audacity 

The opening plenary focused 
on the organizer’s message of 
hope and optimism, although 
many speakers emphasized that 
despite the promise of new drugs 
and treatment strategies, the 
AIDS crisis is far from over, espe¬ 
cially in the developing world. 
Conference co-chair Michael 
Rekart stated that “glimmers of 
hope cannot allow us to become 
complacent.” 

Both officials and activists 
stressed the issue of access. Peter 
Piot, director of the United Na¬ 
tions Joint Program on AIDS, 
pointed out the growing “care 
gap” between rich and poor 
countries. He emphasized that 
“countries don’t need to be rich 
to be successful, but they do need 
to put AIDS high on their politi¬ 
cal agenda.” 


Regarding the recent G7 reso¬ 
lution on AIDS, Piot claimed, 
“We’ve heard words before. We 
must make sure that this time 
something comes out of it. ... 
Now is the time for audacity.” 

ACT UP/New York member 
Eric Sawyer took this as his cue, 
delivering a plenary address chal¬ 
lenging the positive media spin 
surrounding recent treatment ad¬ 
vances. He stressed that “we are 
no closer to a cure for the major¬ 
ity of people living with AIDS 
than we were ten years ago.” 


Sawyer stated that “the greed 
of AIDS profiteering is killing 
people with AIDS” and garnered 
much applause, in contrast to past 
conferences were activists often 
received a tepid reception. Sawyer 
criticized government officials 
“who think public health means 
isolating rich, often white popula¬ 
tions from the disease of poor 
people by instituting immigration 
barriers, instead of providing 
healthcare to the sick.” He sug¬ 
gested drug companies institute a 


two-tiered pricing system, where¬ 
by those with more resources sub¬ 
sidize those with less. 

Sawyer ended his speech with 
a chant of “greed kills - access for 
all.” Proceedings came to a halt as 
activists took up the chant and 
unfurled banners, including one 
reading “Roche, Merck, Abbott: 
Greed = Death,” addressed to the 
makers of the three protease in¬ 
hibitor drugs currently on the 
market. 

The magnitude of pharmaceu¬ 
tical company profits was amply 


evident throughout the confer¬ 
ence, with everything from dele¬ 
gate bags to the shuttle bus bear¬ 
ing a corporate name. ACT UP 
targeted drug companies 
throughout the conference, con¬ 
demning prices that threaten to 
bankrupt public health systems 
worldwide, and demanding that 
companies either drop their prices 
or open their books. 

On Monday, ACT UP present¬ 
ed a Golden Urn award - recog¬ 
nizing those whose policies and 
actions hasten the deaths of peo¬ 
ple with AIDS - to Abbott Labo¬ 
ratories for pricing its protease in¬ 
hibitor ritonavir at $30,000 per 
year. On Saturday, the American 
Medical Association was present¬ 
ed an urn for its recent endorse¬ 
ment of mandatory HIV testing 
of pregnant women. Tuesday’s 
target was Serono, for pricing its 
human growth hormone at 
$1,000 per week; Abbott recently 
instituted an annual price cap, 
after extensive pressure. 

The year’s conference institut¬ 
ed a new feature, a daily debate on 
a controversial AIDS-related 
issue. Monday’s topic was drug 
prohibition, and Ernest Drucker 
of Montefiore Medical Center in 
New York City, went up against 
AnnBritt Gronewald, warden of 
Osteraker prison in Sweden. 
While Gronewald presented some 


The U.S. was heavily criticized 
for its continued opposition to 
needle exchange programs. 
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evidence that strict drug laws 
work well in her country, Druck- 
er, who favors re-examination of 
global drug prohibition policies, 
contended that the situation in 
most cities heavily affected by 
AIDS is “more like the Bronx than 
like Stockholm.” 

Needle exchange policy was 
also highlighted at the conference, 
with the U.S. coming in for heavy 
criticism for its continued oppo¬ 
sition to needle exchange despite 
extensive evidence of its effective¬ 
ness. 

At a roundtable discussion on 
Tuesday, Peter Lurie of UCSF de¬ 
tailed the history of the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment’s stonewalling on needle 
exchange in the face of recom¬ 
mendations by the CDC and 
other organizations. Lurie esti¬ 
mated that if needle exchange had 
been widely implemented in 
1987, some 10,000 HIV infections 
might have been prevented and 
half a million dollars saved. 

New news is no news 

The international AIDS con¬ 
ferences have become more a 


forum for networking and less a 
primary forum for the announce¬ 
ment of scientific breakthroughs. 
Much of the “news” presented at 
the conference has been known 
for some time within the medical 
and treatment advocacy commu¬ 
nities. Stories such as the recent 
discovery of HIV infection co-fac¬ 
tors and mucosal immunity re¬ 
ceived more in-depth attention. 
In his plenary lecture on Monday, 
Scott Hammer of Harvard Med¬ 
ical School spoke on “Advances in 
Antiretroviral Therapy and Viral 
Load Monitoring,” the two topics 
that could be called the overarch¬ 
ing medical themes of the confer¬ 
ence. The results of several new 
studies were presented, including 
long-awaited data from a study of 
combination protease inhibitor 
therapy that indicates that the 
combination may be effective in 
dramatically reducing HIV viral 
load over the course of time. 

Many reports reinforced that 
triple combination therapy - 
using nucleosdie analogs, protease 
inhibitors, and perhaps non-nu- 
cleoside reverse transcriptase in- 


Sharp words, big 
promises in Vancouver

U .S. Health and Human Services Secretary Donna Shalala said 
Tuesday, July 9 that the United States will boost funding for 
research on AIDS prevention, with special emphasis on 
women. 

Shalala announced the increase at the 11th International Con¬ 
ference on AIDS, hours after actress Elizabeth Taylor criticized the 
United States and Canada for wavering support of AIDS research. 

Taylor, founding co-chair of the American Foundation for AIDS 
Research (AmFAR), chastised the U.S. Congress for “unwillingness” 
to cede more political clout to the Office of AIDS Research at the 
U.S. National Institutes of Health. 

She also blasted the federal ban on needle-exchange programs I 
among intravenous drug users, who as a group have been hit hard 
by AIDS. 

“In a society that proclaims to value human life above all, the de¬ 
liberate withholding of the means to self-protection is more than 
passive neglect,” the actress told cheering supporters. 

“It is a measured act of premeditated murder.” 

Taylor and Shalala appeared to agree on the need to do much 
more to help women, who comprise 38 percent of new AIDS virus 
infections worldwide. 

To accelerate research in the field, Shalala told conference-goers 
that the NIH and the U.S. Centers for Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention in Atlanta each will increase spending on microbicide re¬ 
search in fiscal 1997. Microbicides, which include common sper¬ 
micides, are chemicals thought to have the potential to block entry 
into vaginal cells by HIV. 

“The development of safe, effective topical microbicides will 
give women around the world the power to protect themselves 
against HIV without the fear of abuse or condemnation,” she said. 

Shalala did not mention what plans, if any, included research 
on microbicides for anal sex. Although it may seem any product 
that would effectively kill HIV vaginally would also work anally, 
that cannot be assumed to be true. V

hibitors - is indeed now the state 
of the art. Yet as numerous studies 
showed, the problem of antiviral 
resistance remains a serious ob¬ 
stacle. Several researchers present¬ 
ed results at a session on Wednes¬ 
day indicating that viral load can 
predict HIV disease progression 
and survival. 

The scientific and medical 
progress over the course of the 
two years since the last interna¬ 
tional AIDS conference gives rea¬ 
son for some optimism, account¬ 
ing for the more upbeat mood of 
this conference compared to the 
despair of the tenth conference in 
Yokohama in 1994. Yet as activists 
repeatedly emphasized, lack of ac¬ 
cess to promising new therapies, 
both in the developing world and 
among disenfranchised popula¬ 
tions in the U.S., remains a major 
barrier, and one that demands

Presidential AIDS Council 
grades Clinton on AIDS

T he Presidential Advisory 
Council on HIV/AIDS ap¬ 
pointed by President Clin¬ 
ton last year has given him a 
mixed report card on AIDS. The 
council’s “Progress Report” com¬ 
bines recommendations it made 
last July and December; the ad¬ 
ministration’s responses; and the 
council’s “candid, independent 
evaluation of their responses.” 

The report uses both the car¬ 
rot and the stick, commending 
Clinton for doing the easy things 


to good works and to the work 
that has yet to be done.” 

He used the example of a pre¬ 
vention campaign for “willingness 
to discuss condoms, or for 
obliquely including gay men,” say¬ 
ing, “It is progress, but it is so in¬ 
cremental.

Prez Commission looks 
at gay men's butts 

F or the first time since the introduction of the Reality condom, 
the federal government has expressed interest in exploring its 
use in preventing AIDS among gay men. The recent Presi¬ 
dential Advisory Commission on AIDS/HIV report states, “Studies 
should be funded to assess the potential safety and efficacy of anal 
usage of insertive condoms.” 

Reality, marketed as a “female condom,” is a thin plastic pouch 
worn inside the rectum during anal sex. The manufacturer discon¬ 
tinued tests with gay couples during the Bush administration, when 
the FDA raised the issue of marketing it for sodomy, which is still 
illegal in several states. 

Last month the Christian Coalition publicly went on record 
with its opposition to “anal condoms” in an Associated Press wire 
story. Since then, however, conservative commentator Rush Lim- 
baugh has chastised the group for taking the stand at the expense 
of public health. 

Reality condoms, and instructions, are free for the asking at San 
Francisco Public Health Department Clinics. For more informa¬ 
tion, call the AIDS office at (415) 554-9000.

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HIV council moves to 
close $6M CARE gap 
without service cuts

A nticipating cuts of as much 
as $6.4 million in this year’s 
federal CARE budget, 
members of the HIV Health Ser¬ 
vices Planning Council voted 
Monday, July 8 to take steps to 
close that gap without cutting 
services or programs this year. 

Dr. Gene Copello, chief of 
health and prevention services for 
the AIDS office in the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health, presented 
a memo to the planning council 
on this year’s CARE budget, 
which is composed of formula 
and supplemental funds. 

The planning council allocates 
and prioritizes funding for pro¬ 
grams receiving federal Title I 
funding through the Ryan White 
CARE Act and Title II state funds. 


level funding,” Copello’s memo 
stated. 

However, the planning coun¬ 
cil approved a modified Scenario 
1 in order to close the shortfall. 
This is being accomplished in 
several ways, Copello explained. 

Mind the gap 

The additions to Scenario 1 
include having San Mateo and 
Marin counties absorb their por¬ 
tion of the gap, which is $413,272 
and $264,622 respectively. Both 
counties and San Francisco make 
up the EMA served by the plan¬ 
ning council. Also, whatever por¬ 
tion of the two-month savings 
that is not used this year can be 
used to minimize the impact of 
next year’s cut. 

Additionally, the city of San 
Francisco has committed $1.5 
million through the health de- 


The new funding formula is not 
as favorable to older eligible 
metropolitan areas such as SF. 


This year, Copello said, San 
Francisco received a significantly 
smaller supplemental award than 
was estimated. Although the rea¬ 
sons are complicated, Copello ex¬ 
plained that the city’s old award 
was based on the old formula. 

When Congress recently 
passed the new CARE bill, the 
Health Resources and Services 
Administration (HRSA) re-com¬ 
puted awards for all eligible met¬ 
ropolitan areas (EMAs), includ¬ 
ing San Francisco. The new for¬ 
mula favors EMAs with more re¬ 
cent epidemics; therefore, their 
formula awards increased. Addi¬ 
tionally, several new EMAs were 
added, further depleting the 
funds in the supplemental pool, 
Copello explained. 

Copello said that the new 
funding formula was “not as fa¬ 
vorable” to older EMAs, includ¬ 
ing San Francisco, Los Angeles, 
and New York. 

San Francisco’s new award is 
just over $35 million, resulting in 
the $6.4 million shortfall. 

“The gap is the difference be¬ 
tween how much money we re¬ 
ceived from CARE and how much 
money it would cost us to main¬ 
tain all current CARE services at 


partment, Copello said. 

Other factors that will close 
the gap include $500,000 in 
rollover funds, $750,000 in un¬ 
spent funds, and $2.9 million in 
saved formula dollars. 

Copello’s memo to the plan¬ 
ning council stated that unspent 
money occurred when a commu¬ 
nity-based organization (CBO) 
or the health department was al¬ 
located CARE funds but was un¬ 
able to spend them because of 
staff vacancies or there were fewer 
clients than expected. 

Two months of formula award 
money were not spent because 
there was enough supplemental 
funds last year to carry through 
to the end of March, Copello ex¬ 
plained, resulting in the $2.9 mil¬ 
lion savings. 

“There are no cuts this year,” 
Copello said. 

However, the picture doesn’t 
look as good for next year, when 
Copello estimates San Francisco 
will receive only $33 million. 

“This means a real cut of 
$4,542,197 of program dollars. 
There will be no unspent or 
rollover dollars next year, because 
we will be spending every penny

M ore and more People with 
AIDS are beginning to re¬ 
alize what some activists 
and more aggressive HIV-doctors 
have been saying for years: AIDS- 
associated wasting is not an irre¬ 
versible consequence of AIDS, but 
is an AIDS-associated condition 
that can be effectively treated. 

People who are wasting can, 
with appropriate treatment, regain 
and maintain their normal weight 
and have a good quality of life, 
possibly indefinitely. Yet even in 


HIV-affected communities where 
aggressive prophylaxis for OIs like 
PCP, MAC, or fungus are com¬ 
mon, wasting is a leading cause of 
death to people with AIDS, and it’s 
becoming clear that many of these 
deaths are preventable. 

One effective treatment for 
HIV-related wasting, oxan- 
drolone, has been available by 
prescription for over 30 years. It 
potentially could have prevented 
countless deaths from HIV-asso¬ 
ciated wasting. However, it is 
rarely used for people with AIDS 
and has not yet been thoroughly 
studied in that population. Oxan- 
drolone has been found to be rea¬ 
sonably safe and effective for chil-

dren and for people with alcohol- 
related liver-disease. The drug is 
taken orally and has few signifi¬ 
cant side effects at dosages effec¬ 
tive against severe chronic wast¬ 
ing. It is extremely cheap to man¬ 
ufacture; however, its manufac¬ 
turer has chosen to artificially and 
exploitively inflate the price of 
oxandrolone. Oxandrolone has 
been extensively studied in chil¬ 
dren with growth disorders and 
adult men with alcoholic hepati¬ 
tis, an inflammation of the liver 
that is often accompanied by 
wasting. It has been shown very 
safe and effective for treating al¬ 
coholic hepatitis-related 
wasting, and it is be¬ 
lieved that the meta¬ 
bolic problems asso- 
ciated with this condi¬ 
tion are similar to those 
found in HIV-wasting. 

Doctors’ reluctance to 
prescribe oxan¬ 
drolone, and PWAs’ 
unawareness of it 
arise from a number 
of reasons that have 
nothing to do with good quality 
healthcare. One important reason 
is that oxandrolone is in a class of 
drugs known as anabolic steroids. 
These drugs are sometimes used 
by athletes to enhance strength or 
performance and over the past 
several decades have been unfair¬ 
ly demonized. In fact, oxan¬ 
drolone at therapeutic dosages is 
a proven safe and effective drug

for treating wasting and is not 
commonly associated with the 
dangerous side effects of other 
steroids, though those warnings 
are required to appear on the 
label. 

Typical of many doctors was 
the attitude Dr. Duane Gold¬ 
berg reported in the 
spring 1996 issue of 
UC-Fresno’s Inline 
Magazine. Dr. Gold¬ 
berg prescribed oxan¬ 
drolone under the 
brand name Anavar for 
a patient who had 
been diagnosed with 
AIDS for two years 
and had wasted from 
an athletic 6’ 2” 210 pounds to 150 
pounds. 

“To tell you the truth,” Gold¬ 
berg said, “I really didn’t want to 
prescribe the Anavar as I wasn’t 
sure what would happen. The lit¬ 
erature I had read was brand new, 
only tried on a few patients back 
east. But I had to do something.” 

Goldberg’s patient was a man 
similar to many PWAs who enter a 


wasting state and often give up 
hope and die without ever receiv¬ 
ing effective anti-wasting treat¬ 
ment. “I was dying, fast. I didn’t 
want to eat, and I was extremely 
weak,” he reports. “Now, I’m back 
up to 190 pounds, and my immune 
system is healthy. I have no doubt 
that this is because of Anavar.” 

Pros and cons 

Unlike other anabolic steroids, 
such as testosterone, oxandrolone 
is minimally metabolized by the 
liver, thereby avoiding most drug 
interactions and the liver toxicity 
often seen with other steroids. 
Even people whose livers where 
badly damaged by alcohol, and 
therefore were unable to take 
many drugs, did well on oxan¬ 
drolone. 

Oxandrolone has been ap¬ 
proved by the FDA since the early 
1960’s at a dosage of five to ten 
milligrams per day for conditions 
that included weight loss “due to 
extensive surgery, chronic infec¬ 
tion, severe trauma, failure to gain

New nukes

HI AIROBI, Kenya (UP) July 
" 2006: The 15th Internation- 
I 1 al Conference on AIDS. 
Doctors at the conference today an¬ 
nounced that the new 17-drug com¬ 
bination is “virtually a cure” for 
AIDS. “We’ve thrown so many an¬ 
tivirals at the poor bug that it simply 
can’t reproduce,” one prominent re¬ 
searcher gloated. Although some 
nay-sayers claim that the virus will 
eventually mutate into a resistant 
form, as happened with the 16- and 
15- etc. combos, others remain con¬ 
fident that “we’ve got it this time.” 

Back to reality: It’s nice that 
there are so many antivirals to 
mix-and-match these days. It’s a 
pity that the Pollyanna-good- 
news types try to hype this into 
being either a “cure” or something 
that makes the disease “chronic 
and manageable.” At least one 
doctor, speaking of the Vancouver 
conference, said there would be 
much good news but also “many 
exaggerated reports.” This last, I 
believe, is a safe prediction. 

There are even some new nu¬ 
cleoside analogs in the pipeline 
that, in early trials, appear to be 
much more potent than the cur¬ 
rent ones. Of course, early trials 
can be misleading, particularly in 
regards how fast resistance devel¬ 
ops. An antiviral 100 times 
stronger than AZT would be of 
little use if the virus developed re¬ 
sistance to it in a few weeks. 

Furthermore, the emergence of 
more nukes tends to confirm the 
trend for the AIDS industry to be 
the nucleoside analog industry. I 
don’t believe that this is the most 
promising approach, just the guar¬ 
anteed profitable approach. The 
industry knows how to make 
money off nuke development, they 
know they have a captive market, 
and they even know approximate¬ 
ly how much they can charge for 
their new drugs - without having 
to reference how much it actually 
costs them to manufacture them. 

As a low T-cell HIVer, I’m 
more interested in the other half 
of the equation, immune restora¬ 
tion, but that isn’t profitable yet, 
so I’ll have to wait. I hope those 
new nukes buy me enough time. 

PETA math 

At first I thought that ACT 


UP/Golden Gate was going a bit 
overboard when they flew east to 
disrupt the PETA convention. It’s 
true PETA proved themselves egre¬ 
gious assholes around Jeff Getty’s 
baboon bone marrow transplant, 
but was it really worth going after 
the bunny-huggers big time? 

It was the PETA math that con¬ 
vinced me. Animal rights activists 
“liberated” 1,200 rats from 
a Texas lab, rats being 
used in research on 
Cryptosporidium. 

About a year later, 
there was an outbreak 
of crypto in the Mil¬ 
waukee area that killed 
over 100 PWAs 
(including near¬ 
ly the entire ACT 
UP chapter) and 
made almost 
400,000 people sick. Activists claim 
that the sabotaged research could 
have saved those lives. 

If that is the case, then PETA 
assigns a value of a dozen rats per 
every PWA. Even assuming the 
rats are very large, I find this of¬ 
fensive. 

I put the question to a PETA- 
supportive friend, and he denied 
the 12-1 ratio. “As far as I’m con¬ 
cerned,” he said, “it’s one rat 
equals one PWA - or any person. 
All life is sacred, and you have no 
more right to life than a rat.” 

Such people, I’ve decided, de¬ 
serve to be zapped. It’s also irri¬ 
tating how, when pinned down, 
they outright lie, claiming that an¬ 
imal studies are inaccurate, etc. 
The facts don’t support them, and 
as a result, they’re reduced to 
emotional appeals - look at those 
cute bunnies! They should limit 
their activities to fairly harmless 
arenas, like fighting the fur indus¬ 
try, and leave those of us who are 
fighting for our very lives alone. 


ister can get married, and thus be 
allowed legitimate sex, while a ho¬ 
mosexual cannot. 

This ruling is somewhat miti¬ 
gated by the apparent lack of inter¬ 
est in witch-hunting out gay minis¬ 
ters. It’s understood that some 
parishes will want their queer min¬ 
isters and they’ll be allowed to keep 
them; the ministers will just have to 
be quiet about their 
sex lives and be 
willing to live “in 
sin” if they ever 
want to have sex. 

This spirit of 
easygoing compro¬ 
mise was confirmed by 
the election of 
the new head of 
the church. 
Passing by both 
the raving homo¬ 
phobe who was against allowing 
even celibate queers and the pro¬ 
gay candidate who favored un¬ 
qualified ordination, the church 
elected a moderate, who favors 
leaving the decision to the local 
parishes. This, of course, amounts 
to abstaining on the whole issue, 
but that’s probably the best one 
can hope for from religious types. 

Of course, this easygoing deci¬ 
sion allows the church to dodge 
the essential issue of human 
rights. It’s a moral abdication. 
They take a token stand against 
gay ordination but wink at its vi¬ 
olation, a typical Christian trick of 
allowing sin provided you ac¬ 
knowledge that it is a sin. It’s little 
mind games like these that have 
always turned me, and other s, off 
from organized religion. ▼ 


Presbyterian guts

tion, and like many other denom¬ 
inations grappled with the issue of 
ordaining gay ministers.

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has made “a political calculation 
that the gay community can be 
won over through an increase of 
treatment and care funding.

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ADAP program gets additional $1.5 mil

T he state’s Budget Conference 
Committee has budgeted an 
additional $1.5 million to 
the California AIDS Drug Assis¬ 
tance Program (ADAP), accord¬ 
ing to Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden of San Francisco. The lat¬ 
est action, combined with previ¬ 
ously approved funding increases 
for the next fiscal year, raises the 
ADAP budget from the current 
level of $17.5 million to $36.9 
million in combined federal and 
state money. 

Since taking office in March, 


Migden has made additional 
funding for ADAP a top priority. 
On April 23 she requested an aug¬ 
mentation to ensure that newly 
approved drugs are properly 
funded. 

ADAP has become one of the 
most successful and popular 
AIDS programs in the country, 
with a 40 percent increase in the 
number of clients over the last 
three years. The State Office of 
AIDS estimates that approximate¬ 
ly 12,800 clients fill some 100,000 
prescriptions each year. 

“There have been numerous 
new drugs approved by the Food 
and Drug Administration [FDA] 
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transgendered people - have a 
common struggle to free ourselves 
from these compulsions.” 

Even the conference’s social 
events had a political edge. The 
conference’s annual dinner recog¬ 
nized British law professor Stephen 
Whittle, an FTM attorney and ac¬ 
tivist, as well as transgender lobby¬ 
ists Sarah DePalma of Texas and 
Jessica Xavier of Maryland, who 
head local affiliates of the national 
transgender political group It’s 
Time America! In addition to the 
annual dinner, a ritual declaring a 
Declaration of Gender Liberty was 
held on July 4th during Houston’s 
annual fireworks display. 

“This year’s conference was an 
outstanding success,” exclaimed 
Texas attorney Phyllis Randolph 
Frye, founder and executive direc¬ 
tor of ICTLEP. “Our workshops 
on the concerns and needs of peo¬ 
ple of color and TS men [FTM] in 
the transgender community re¬ 
sulted in unprecedented partici¬ 
pation in numbers and content by 
people of color and men. 

“I certainly also learned things 
I didn’t know before, especially 
about the legal needs of the non¬ 
transsexuals, that is the heterosex¬ 


ual crossdressers and the gay drag, 
even though I’ve been providing 
advocacy or legal services and ed¬ 
ucation in the transgender com¬ 
munity for over two decades.” 

Minter echoed Frye’s enthusi¬ 
asm, advocating a vision of soli¬ 
darity of the diverse communities 
both inside and outside of the 
transgender community by mov¬ 
ing toward full inclusion within 
the transgender community. “I 
was very happy to see this vision 
being made real at the conference 
through the inclusion of voices 
that are often silenced and ig¬ 
nored - voices of FTMs, people of 
color, and tg youth,” she told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

Not all those responding to the 
attempts at inclusion were as pos¬ 
itive as Minter. “It’s depressing to 
think that after five years of trans¬ 
gender community activism, this 
three hour session is the first 
block of time Transgen has devot¬ 
ed to FTM issues,” said panelist 
Jamison Green, president of Oak¬ 
land-based FTM International. 

“Even sadder is the fact that we 
could barely scratch the surface of 
topics pertaining to law - we had 
to spend the majority of the time 
explaining the basic reality of 
FTM existence, so ignorant were 
the majority of attendees,” Green 
told the B.A.R.

nite pathophysiologic reasons 
[and] protein catabolism due to 
prolonged corticosteroid admin¬ 
istration.” Since HIV wasting is 
the result of a chronic infection 
and is often without definite 
cause, oxandrolone is clearly indi¬ 
cated and FDA approved for HIV- 
related wasting at the dose of 5-10 
mg per day. 

However, based upon studies 
in alcoholic hepatitis patients and 
more limited studies in people 
with AIDS, many researchers and 
activists believe that the effective 
dose of oxandrolone may be much 
higher than the FDA indicated 
dose, 40 to 80 mg per day. Al¬ 
though the approved dose is only 
ten mg per day, many physicians 
have prescribed higher, “off-label” 
doses of oxandrolone. At the pre¬ 
sent time, insurance companies 
are in general covering the cost of 
oxandrolone, but some have re¬ 
portedly balked at paying for the 
full effective dose because it is not 
“FDA approved.” This, however, is 
something of a misuse of an FDA 
approval. While many insurance 
policies have exclusion clauses for 
“experimental” treatments, using 
a drug that has been approved and 
shown effective for its intended 
purpose cannot fairly be charac¬ 
terized as experimental. 

Like all anabolic steroids, 
oxandrolone is a Schedule III con¬ 
trolled substance, which discour¬ 
ages some physicians from pre¬ 
scribing it, especially at dosages 
higher than the norm. As a result, 
a patient may need to persuade 
their doctor to prescribe it. 

Some research in children sug¬ 
gests that oxandrolone increases 
the efficacy of human growth 
hormone, which is also being 
studied as a treatment for wast¬ 
ing. By combining oxandrolone 
with growth hormone, it may be 
possible to reduce the amount of 
growth hormone needed. Since 
growth hormone currently costs 
about $50,000 per year, a price 
that may double if growth hor¬ 
mone is approved, a growth hor- 
mone/oxandrolone combination 
may provide the same benefits at 
combating wasting with signifi¬ 
cant cost savings. 


The current cost of oxan¬ 
drolone is another factor that de¬ 
serves the attention of people with 
AIDS. The drug has been bn the 
market long enough for all patents 
on it to expire, and therefore it 
should be available as a generic. 
Until recently, the drug was sold 
and manufactured by Searle Labo¬ 
ratories under the trade name 
Anavar, and by SPA Labs in Eu¬ 
rope under the names Lipidex, 
Antitriol, or Lonavar. The drug 
was favored by bodybuilders for its 
low toxicity and few side effects. 

The drug was discontinued by 
Searle Laboratories in 1989, ap¬ 
parently in part because of bad 
publicity due to its illegal use by 
bodybuilders, and was picked up 
by New Jersey-based Bio-Tech¬ 
nology General Corp. In a press 
release dated December 5, 1995, 
Bio-Technology General Corp. 
announced “its first major U.S. 
drug launch: Oxandrin® oxan¬ 
drolone.” The press release did not 
mention oxadralone’s thirty year 
history as a treatment for wasting. 
It did state, however, that “The 
recommended adult dose of 
Oxandrin is 2.5 mg to 20mg per 
day. At an average wholesale price 
of $3.75 per 2.5 mg tablet, Oxan¬ 
drin is a cost-effective therapy for 
involuntary weight loss. As with 
all anabolic agents, Oxandrin is 
classified as a Schedule III con¬ 
trolled substance and has been as¬ 
signed a classic black box warning 
relating to liver and coronary 
artery disease.” 

BTG’s press release also ex¬ 
plained that “AIDS wasting indi¬ 
cations have been granted Or¬ 
phan Drug designation by the 
FDA. This designation is granted 
to drugs for rare diseases or con¬ 
ditions with a prevalence of less 
than 200,000 cases in the United 
States and provides the manufac¬ 
turer with seven years of market 
exclusivity post approval.” 

At first look, this seems a 
grotesque misuse of the Orphan 
Drug designation to make a for¬ 
mally inexpensively available 
generic drug more than ten times 
more expensive. People with AIDS 
need to carefully examine this use 
of the Orphan Drug Act to give a 
company exclusive marketing 
rights (and therefore a monopoly) 
for a drug that has been available 
to treat wasting for more than 30 
years. T

The same, but different? 

At the outset of the hearing, 
lawmakers were advised by a non¬ 
partisan legal scholar that enact¬ 
ment of the bill could lead to a 
legal challenge based on the Equal 
Protection Clause of the U.S. 
Constitution. 

Stanford University Law Pro¬ 
fessor Kathleen Sullivan said the 
Supreme Court in May tossed out 
a Colorado law that singled out 
homosexuals in violation of the 
clause. California’s proposed mar¬ 
riage protection law might also be 
thrown out for the same reason, 
she said. 

Sullivan said California histor¬ 
ically has recognized marriages 
performed in other states that 
would have been illegal within its 
own borders, including those in¬ 
volving mixed races, bigamy, and 
underage partners. But Knight’s 
bill would single out homosexu¬ 
als, she said. 

“The key is if public policy is a 
general one that doesn’t violate 


equal protection law,” she said. 
“The problem is when you pick 
out one group.” 

On the other hand, Sullivan 
said if California is compelled to 
recognize same-sex marriage, it 
wouldn’t necessarily have to ex¬ 
tend the same rights and privi¬ 
leges that benefit heterosexual 
married couples. 

She said the Full Faith and 
Credit Clause of the U.S. Consti¬ 
tution would require California to 
recognize the Hawaii marriage, 
but allow limits based on public 
policy. 

“California has to respect the 
Hawaii court judgment that Bill 
and Steve are married, but it does 
not follow that Bill and Steve get 
tax credits and other benefits 
given heterosexual couples,” she 
said. 

Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden of San Francisco testified 
at the Senate Judicial Committee, 
and pointed out that marriage 
provides both social and econom¬ 
ic benefits, promotes stability, and 
confers some 160 tangible legal 
benefits to couples.

I n December of 1992, an arresting image of rap singer 
Marky Mark, the brawny yet petite Playgirl pinup featured 
in Calvin Klein underwear ads, appeared on bus stops 
across the country. Wearing only a pair of lycra boxer 
shorts that hugged his muscular thighs and bulged provocatively at the 
crotch, he stood laughing directly out at us, tangled up in his baggy 
pants, which had collapsed around his ankles as if someone had just 
yanked them down from the preposterously low-slung position in 
which he customarily wears them. 

Although images of men in underwear have appeared in bus 
stop advertisements before (albeit in a somewhat neutered state, 
the faint imprint of their genitalia having been carefully air- 
brushed away to create a sexless, antiseptic look), the photo¬ 
graph of Marky Mark was in some sense unprecedented. 
Its impact stemmed not from its partial nudity, but 
from the way in which it emphatically represented an 
act of undressing, an exposure, a staged incident of 
de-pantsing in which the viewer was forced to 
confront underwear in a context that dramatized 
its forbidden intimacy. Advertisements for 
Jockey and Hanes underwear feature cool, 
collected, unembarrassed models who ex¬ 
hibit no consciousness whatsoever of 
being undressed, and whose nakedness is 
therefore subtly understated, rendered 
innocuous by a tasteful pretense of non¬ 
chalance that gives them the appearance 
of being fully clothed. Marky Mark, by 
contrast, is inescapably disrobed,

there’s Bay Times, Odyssey, Obliv¬ 
ion, Pioneers (or is it Frontiers?), 
we just can’t keep track. New to 
the mix is Hip Pocket, which is 
unique for setting a new low in lit¬ 
erary wretchedness in SF. 

Hip Pocket’s clever title derives 
from its most obvious feature— it’s 
small enough to fit into your 
pocket, hence the editor’s oft- 
printed mantra: “We get into 
a lot of pants.” Cute, eh? If 
you haven’t yet 
reached for that big 
green bucket, let’s 
jump over to the po¬ 
etry page and see if 
we can’t find some¬ 
thing there to help 
loosen that lunch. 

Here is editor Kent 
Brandley’s clever way with a 
rhyme scheme: “I’m a tough old 
turkey from Albuquerque/Just as 
crazy as a loon/ I get my kicks 
doin’s [sic] tricks/And sailin’ in my 
balloon.” 

Hurlin’ yet? If not, read this 
lead: “Over the bare slate of the 
well-used pool table inside the 
Hole in the Wall Saloon hangs a 
wire and motorcycle sculpture 
worthy of SF MOMA but it [sic] 
this case it’s PAPA.” What? For one 
thing, how can a well-used pool 
table become a bare slate and still 
be a pool table? More important¬ 
ly, who on earth is this PAPA, and 
when does he give us a motorcy¬ 
cle sculpture? 

We could go on, but what’s the 
point? Enumerating the faux pas 
of this veritable anthology of 
printed disasters, in addition to 
being a Promethean task, would 
deprive you, dear reader, the plea¬ 
sure of finding them yourself. 

Slaves to fx 

When we aren’t busy scouring 
newsracks looking for flotsam 
and jetsam to clip for our “Most 
Pathetic” scrapbook, we’re usual¬ 
ly watching movies, hoping we’ll 
find something transcendent, or 
at least mesmerizing. Sadly, we 
must report that Independence 
Day is neither. This overblown, 
overhyped monstrosity, really an 
ode to special fx, comes at a per¬ 
fect time, as the November presi¬ 
dential election is just months 
away. Yes, with so many images of 
an exploding White blouse (and 
Capitol, and Statue of Liberty), 
filmgoers can indulge in a little 
wish-fulfillment before settling 
down to another four years of 
dreary political business as usual. 
(Unless Bob Dole wins and we 
get four years of dithering stand- 
up comedy.) 

Still, for the sensitive, modern 
queer viewer, Independence Day 
does have a few pleasant surprises. 
Fans of muscular, mindless hutch¬ 


es will enjoy the sight of Will 
Smith’s buffed, delicious torso, 
shown to full advantage by an 
ever-obliging camera. Smith has a 
fey buddy, played by Harry Con- 
nick, Jr., who instructs Smith 
that in order to rise in the ranks he 
must “kiss some serious 
booty!” — a procedure 
Connick graphically 
tries to demonstrate 
to a passive, amused 
Smith. This little 
tryst is interrupted 
when another soldier 
passes by and ob¬ 
serves what seems to 
be a marriage pro¬ 
posal between our 
manly pals. 

Camp followers 
will enjoy Harvey Fierstein’s in¬ 
explicable turn as an hysterical 
scientist. Yes, our gal has some¬ 
how landed a good government 
job and is decidedly nonplused 
when it looks like aliens are going 
to blow up the world. Miss F., 
croaking as usual, spends her pre¬ 
immolation time cowering under 
a desk screeching into a cellular 
phone: “Ma! Go over to Aunt Es¬ 
ther’s!” It isn’t clear what forces 
Esther can marshal against mas¬ 
sive, ruthless alien attacks— 
maybe pelt them with matzo? 

Subtler camp elements also 
pop up — particularly the image 
of an “internally bleeding” 
First Lady and a weak-kneed 
president who suddenly becomes 
a kick-ass fighter pilot. But the 
real question is: Why are the spe¬ 
cial effects in this film state of the 
art, while the acting, directing, 
story, and script are like some¬ 
thing out of a 1940s Grade Z ser¬ 
ial? Grubbing through films like 
this for homo subtext is a divert¬ 
ing parlor game, but Puh-leeze! 

Brassy broad 

Stella Stevens: Does the 
name bring to mind sea spray and 
images of a scantily-clad woman 
swimming in spike heels? 

Well, Stevens was in The Posei¬ 
don Adventure , it’s true, but she is 
also the star of a ton of other 
flicks, including The Nutty Profes¬ 
sor, co-starring Jerry Lewis. 
Apropos the recent Eddie Mur¬ 
phy remake of the 1963 comedy 
classic, Marc Huestis and Out¬ 
sider Enterprises have organized a 
tribute to Stevens (Friday, July 19 
at the Castro Theatre) that will in¬ 
clude a screening of Professor. 
Stevens will attend the tribute, 
which kicks-off with an onstage 
interview with the actress hosted 
by film commentator Jan Wahl.

A little homework has turned 


up some interesting facts about 
Ms. Stevens. Few probably know 
that in 1972 the actress ran a satir¬ 
ical “campaign” for president 
based on free-love rhetoric and 
the advocacy of marijuana legal¬ 
ization. 

Another little-known fact 
about Stevens is that she has also 
directed films, including one she 
wrote herself, An American Hero¬ 
ine, a 90-minute documentary 
about “heroic women from all 
walks of life.” The 1978 film never 
found a distributor, but Stevens 
said she got all the reward she 
needed for her efforts when a 
teenage girl at a Texas film festival 
thanked her for providing 
“women with role models.”

Stevens is also a brassy lady. We 
marvel at her pithiness, which has 
been elegantly reported in Va Va 
Voom!, Steve Sullivan’s glam 
tome about sex symbols from the 
’50s and ’60s. Here’s Stella on 
Elvis: “Elvis made a lame pass at 
me in Honolulu [during the 
shooting of GirlslGirlslGirlsl] and 
he was evidently so embarrassed 
about it after that he found it dif¬ 
ficult to even talk to me. I was not 
impressed.” And on marriage: “I 
don’t think marriage is a good 
thing. Marriage is supposedly a 
holy thing, yet it becomes a legal 
thing in a courtroom afterwards 
when money is involved. I’ve often 
thought wouldn’t it be nice if there 
could be a religious divorce cere¬ 
mony — everybody could go to 
the same church where you were 
married, have a big party, you’d 
break the groom’s statuette and 
he’d break yours, and you’d sling 
cake at each other.” Stella sounds 
like our kind of gal. ▼

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Matters of life and death 

Michael Kearns returns with Chesle/s Jerker

f hat can there be to talk 
about with an openly gay, 
publicly HIV- positive 
actor, writer, director? These days 
a conversation with Michael 
Kearns begins with the proud 
papa talking delightedly about his 
soon-to-be adopted daughter, Tia. 
Now 22 months old, Tia is clearly 
a major light in Kearns’ life. Dur¬ 
ing a recent, longish telephone 
conversation, the subject returns 
to Tia again and again. 

“The story begins with Philip,” 
says Kearns, “my one and only 
successful adult relationship. 
When he died in November of 


1992, I had to look at my life. 
What had I not done? I realized 
that the missing link in the chain 
of my life was a child. I’d wanted a 
child since I was a child myself. In 
one moment, sitting in a lawyer’s 
office talking about all the le¬ 
galisms surrounding death, I had 
a sense of the way in which life 
and death are all attached. After 
many months of doing foster care 
with several kids, I knew I was 
ready to make a commitment to a 
child. On January 21, 1995, Tia 
appeared. Technically we’re still 
doing foster care, but we’re mov¬ 
ing at speed toward adoption.” 

Kearns has seen his politics and 
his personal life merge in his rela¬ 
tionship with Tia. “She came to me

when she was five months old. She 
was born weighing less than three 
pounds. Her mother was a drug 
addict, so Tia was exposed to co¬ 
caine in the uterus. So far, though, 
there have been no residual effects 
from the drug exposure.” 

Why would someone want to 
take on such a responsibility? “We 
can talk about racism, discrimi¬ 
nation, gay rights, of everyone de¬ 
serving what’s there in the world,” 
says Kearns, “but talk is not 
enough. My adopting Tia is a very 
personal act, the politics of which 
cannot be denied.” 

Kearns is probably best known 
for his AIDS monologues, which 
were published last year in a col¬ 
lection called T-Cells & Sympathy. 
They are now being performed by 
actors worldwide. “The mono¬ 
logues were written not so very 
long ago,” Kearns states, “but the 
rage I felt while I was writing and 
performing them is gone now. 
The baby made a big difference. I 
was able to quell that anger and 
redirect my passion. I had spent a 
decade watching people die. Now 
the reverse is happening. I am see¬ 
ing life unfold.” 

For Kearns, his second book, 
Acting = Life , an acting text, 
“means more to me than T-Cells. 
It’s such a legacy. I owe so much 
of it to my students, many of 
whom are now dead. They taught 
me this methodology which is 
based on my being both queer 
and an actor. I’m so happy with 
the book, which I hope will be 
helpful to creative people of all 
types, not just actors. Writing the 
book was both empowering and 
humbling — it meant putting on 
paper the most precious knowl¬ 
edge I have about the subject I 
know best. In my acting classes, I

try to allow people to be more of 
who they are. It sounds simple, 
but it’s not. I teach them to use 
their core self, their honest self, in¬ 
stead of the phony self they think 
they have to present to the world.” 

Creating family 

A writer and performer whose 
work is informed by the political, 
Kearns’ latest solo piece, Attach¬ 
ments, deals with questions of 
family, a charged topic in the cur¬ 
rent partisan scene. “Attachments 
is about Tia,” says Kearns, “about 
the possibility of a white gay man 
creating family with an African- 
American baby girl. I’ve been told 
that Attachments makes people 
uncomfortable,” Kearns explains. 
“In it I deal with all kinds of fam¬ 
ilies and familial relationships, 
with me and my own parents as 
well as my parental relationship 
with Tia. It’s about very uncom¬ 
fortable situations, about sexuali¬ 
ty and how relationships can be 
sexualized. In fact, after the show 
opened in Washington, D.C., a 
critic came backstage and said, 
Please tell me it isn’t true.’ Other 


audience members insisted that 
this was just a character I made 

Up \. 

“Attachments is what I’m capa¬ 
ble of saying at this moment. But 
it’s about a lot of things that make 
audiences uneasy. I’m talking 
about friends now dead, about 
sexuality, about parents. It’s got¬ 
ten people pretty riled up.” Kearns 
discovered that when he per¬ 
formed the piece “people were 
angry about an HIV-positive per¬ 
son adopting a child. “As if,” he 
comments ruefully, “a relation¬ 
ship is only valuable if it lasts for¬ 
ever. I did not snatch this child 
from a loving family and the 
house in the suburbs with the 
white picket fence. That’s not 
what happened. Tia was an or¬ 
phan who needed a loving home, 
and I was someone who could 
provide that. If I cannot guaran¬ 
tee that I’ll live a long time, that 
doesn’t mean that the time I have 
with Tia — and that she has with 
me — isn’t valuable. I’ve noticed a 
lot of gay men feel unworthy of 
parenthood. But even as a person

B rad Gooch’s new novel. The 
Golden Age of Promiscuity, is 
an uncompromising im¬ 
mersion in the decadence of 70s 
gay Manhattan. Drug-soaked 
romps through the sex clubs, ex¬ 
periments in sadomasochism, 
trance-submission and mes¬ 
merism: it’s an exciting world 
Gooch captures, but one with a 
dark side— the future. 

With main characters clearly 
based on Robert Mapplethorpe 
and Patti Smith, and scads of fa¬ 
mous names passing through set¬ 
tings like the Ramrod, the Anvil, 
the Mineshaft, and Studio 54, 
Golden Age reads like fiction in 
the form of a memoir. By phone, 
I asked Gooch how much of it was 
based on his own life. 

Brad Gooch: I was there, so it has 
an edge of memoir to it. The main 
character, Sean, isn’t me, he’s one- 
third me, one-third Mapplethor¬ 
pe, and one-third some spirit that 
moved in and took over. Where it 


is most a kind of autobiography is 
in the secondary characters, the 
cameo appearances, the places. 

I wrote it after City Poet, my 
biography of Frank O’Hara, and I 
couldn’t stop doing research! It 
became a historical novel which 
includes non-fiction and fiction. 

Besides my life, I went to the 
New York Public Library, which 
has a lesbian and gay collection: 
papers from the Gay Activists’ Al¬ 
liance, Vito Russo’s papers, stuff 
like that. I’d sit in this rare manu¬ 
script room, and they’d bring 
boxes to me filled with Drummer 
magazine, Blueboy. I realized how 
unnaturally quickly the 70s have 
turned into history. These are 
magazines that should still be 
under someone’s bed! I read all 
the Village Voices on microfilm 
from that period, it was more of 
an underground paper then. I in¬ 
terviewed people like Sam Green 
about Studio 54.1 looked at all the 
Billboard charts from those years. 

I’m 44, so these were my con¬ 
temporaries: young guys, gay 
boomers who hit NYC in the 70s. 
It was a time of changes in ap¬ 


pearance, the development of the 
clone look, the rejection of the 
Boys in the Band culture. 

Roberto Friedman: The title 
seems the tiniest bit ironic. It's 
hard to see the times you describe 
as the Golden Age of anything, 
when the characters are numbed 
out from drugs all the time, and 
Sean has an apparently boundless 
appetite for degradation. 

Well, it’s a combination title: it 
implies authentic nostalgia, but 
also some dissonance. Sean defi¬ 
nitely has a zombie temperament, 
but at least he’s productive. Yes, 
there’s numbness with drugs and 
anonymous sex, but at the same 
time there’s a sense of adventure, 
a quest. It was a kind of teeming, 
shocking, creative world, because 
everyone was making it up as they 
went along. I tried to convey that 
in the book: the Mineshaft, for ex¬ 
ample, was a very original cre¬ 
ation, and it was sort of arty, it 
wasn’t just a backroom. 

I always had the sense that 
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Brad Gooch, author of The Golden Age of Promiscuity.

with HIV, I am not worthless.” 

Kearns is in town both to per¬ 
form Attachments and to direct a 
tenth anniversary production of 
Robert Chesley’s Jerker. The world 
premiere production in LA was 
also directed by Kearns. “The 
original show opened July 18, 
1986, so this revival is ten years to 
the day since that first show,” 
Kearns explains. A great deal has 
changed since 1986. “For one 
thing, the actors never have had 
sex without a condom.” They 
came of age sexually in a world 
where AIDS already existed. 
“David Stebbins and Joe Fraser, 
the actors who originated the 
roles of J.R. and Bert, are dead 
now, as is Robert Chesley. When I 
started working on this revival, I 
spent some time missing them, 
and weeping over both their loss 
and the loss of so many friends 
and artists. But I also wept with 
appreciation that I am still alive 
and able to do this work. One im¬ 
portant change that this disease 
has made in my life is that I will 
only do work in the theater that is 
profound, that is meaningful.” 

On the surface, Jerker is a play 
about phone sex. If I may include 
a personal note: I am a lesbian to 
the core, with no interest whatso¬ 
ever in male sexuality, yet I think 
Jerker is hot! Kearns agrees that 
the play is sexually explosive, but 
he sees a great deal more. Jerker 
celebrates the real connection that 
is possible between two human 
beings. “I know this play,” Kearns 
explains. “I know the heartbeat of 
it. Chesley’s genius is that he even¬ 
tually supplants sexuality with in¬ 
timacy. The play is about look- 
sism, but it’s also about intimacy, 
about sharing. It’s about love.” So 
is life, and so is the astonishing 
Michael Kearns. ▼

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toric scarcity of gay erotica before 
the 1970s placed the underwear 
catalogue at the very center of the 
homosexuals masturbatory fan¬ 
tasies. The underwear revolution 
of the 1960s thus drew much of its 
inspiration from the frustrated li¬ 
bidos of gay men, who were so 
starved for representations of the 
male body that they rifled 
through whatever material exist¬ 
ed on the market. The most de¬ 
prived and secretive of homosex¬ 
uals were driven to such unlikely 
sources of soft-core pornography 
as the Jockey shorts and long 
johns featured in Sears Roebuck 
and Montgomery Ward cata¬ 
logues, with their sexless models 
bereft of genitalia. 

Virtually every underwear cat¬ 
alogue published during the 1960s 
was produced for the homosexual 
consumer, who feasted his eyes on 
elongated gay blades in skin-tight 
shorts and stuffed crotches leaning 
languorously in poses that adver¬ 
tised their sexual availability. The 
flamboyant early creations of the 
underwear revolution bear the 
hallmarks of a distinctly gay sen¬ 
sibility, from the Wa La jock strap, 
with a white satin pouch embroi¬ 
dered with a beaded flamingo and 
lined with natural mink, to the 
Coat O’Male, a girdle for the 
upper torso equipped with foam 
rubber pectorals guaranteed to 
give you that “He-Man physique 
in a flash! Now, the secret of Hol¬ 
lywood super-stars can be yours.” 

The blatantly epicene images 
in the earliest underwear cata¬ 
logues reveal that an intimate part 
of straight male attire was fash¬ 
ioned by the obsessions of gay 
men who laid the foundations for 
the pioneering work of Calvin

The gay man’s 
upgrading of underwear 
from a necessity to a luxu¬ 
ry, from a hygienic require¬ 
ment to a stylish accessory, re¬

which now change with 
the same volatility, ur¬ 
gency, and even hysteria 
with which other fashions 
have fluctuated for centuries. 

Underwear fetishism has 
played such an important role in 
gay culture not only because ho¬ 
mosexuals naturally take erotic 
pleasure in men’s lingerie but also 
because male underwear cata¬ 
logues, which go back as far as the 
early 1950s, functioned as a form 
of bootleg pornography in the ab¬ 
sence of other readily available 
images of naked men. The his-

ment. Manufacturers have taken 
this recalcitrantly uninteresting 
and monotonous staple and 
made it a playground of mar¬ 
ket forces, a wild experiment 
in the ingenuity of the free en¬ 
terprise system, which has at 
last conquered the final fron¬ 
tier of fashion, the plain white 
brief. This immaculate uniform 
has been transformed into a daz- 
zlingly gratuitous array of fabrics,

in his shorts, openly giggling 
about appearing in the midst of 
people at bus stops who are both 
captivated and appalled by his 
gleefully unabashed expression of 
amusement. 

Given the way in which the 
performer’s self-satisfied exhibi¬ 
tionism undercuts the conven¬ 
tion of obliviousness that under¬ 
wear advertisements use to sani¬ 
tize their images, purging them 
of erotic content, the Calvin 
Klein campaign represents a piv¬ 
otal moment in the history of 
fashion. An article of clothing 
that we have either emasculated 
or kept out of sight entirely has 
now broken out of its sartorial 
prison and emerged in public 
view as the object of nothing less 
than a mass cult, a collective act 
of fetishization that testifies to 
the influence of the gay sensibil¬ 
ity on mainstream culture. In the 
course of the last three decades, 
this national obsession has be¬ 
come so widespread that it is 
blurring the most fundamental 
distinction in fashion: the irrec¬ 
oncilable difference between out¬ 
erwear and underwear.

While in most instances large 
corporations have commercial¬ 


ized the gay subculture 
by exploiting it for 
their own financial 
gain, men’s lingerie 
provides a pecu¬ 
liar example of re¬ 
verse commer¬ 
cialization, in that 
it is the subculture 
that has actually 
commercialized an as¬ 
pect of the dominant 
culture. Up until the 
1960s, when developments 
in fashion inspired by the 
sexual revolution, as well as 
by the widening influence of 
the gay sensibility, introduced 
into the market brightly col¬ 
ored men’s bikinis by Poco and 
Fruit-of-the-Loom, underwear 
had been a relatively unchanging 
commodity, a bland staple in one 
monochromatic style, insulated 
from the vicissitudes of season¬ 
al innovations. Underwear was 
in no sense of the word “fash¬ 
ion,” but just an unglamorous 
necessity immune to fluctua¬ 
tions of taste because it was 
sealed off in a state of timeless¬ 
ness created by the prudish con¬ 
straints placed on it by the ad¬ 
vertising industry. The momer 
this carefully preserved artifac. 
was hoisted like a flag as the sex¬ 
ual banner of pre-Stonewall gay 
America it acquired an entire¬ 
ly new status as a commodity 
and was elevated from being 
simply a glorified pants-liner 
to an object of intrinsic aes- 
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Klein and Joe Boxer. The history 
of men’s lingerie is intimately 
bound up with the history of the 
gay subculture, which is as close 
to heterosexual men as their 
briefs. They are wearing right next 
to their genitals an article of 
clothing whose baroque modern 
forms come directly out of the 
masturbatory fantasies of the very 
minority that many of them pro¬ 
fess to despise. These fantasies 
have contributed to the structural 
instability of underwear and have 
altered such things as the lan¬ 
guage we use to talk about our 
briefs, the types of fabrics from 
which they are made, the size of 
the waist band, the position of the 
fly, the appearance of the laundry 
tag, and the alluringly exotic 
names of individual brands — 
like the Berry Basket, the Satin 
Dude, the Snappy Shortie, the 
Teaser, and the Skimp. 

It is not only the look of un¬ 
derwear that has changed since 
the 1960s, but the almost allegor¬ 
ical way in which homosexuals in 
a way even moralized underwear. 
In the process of assigning new 
sexual meaning to our briefs, we 
have produced an enormous vari¬ 
ety of contradictory interpreta¬ 
tions that has made our involve¬ 
ment with this seemingly trivial 
artifact complex and problemat¬ 
ic. The language that both the 
early catalogues and their con¬ 
temporary equivalent, Interna¬ 
tional Male, use to describe un¬ 
derwear reflects the abrupt 
change that we have effected in its 
status as a commodity. The fanci¬ 
ful briefs and boxer shorts that 
these companies advertise don’t 
simply “fit,” “protect,””cover,” and 
“support,” they “sculpt,” “mold,” 
“contour,” “chisel,” “transform,” 
“embrace,” “accentuate,” and even, 
in the case of the form-fitting 
“Body Brief,” “kiss your every 
contour.” Underwear has become 
so commercialized that it has 
taken the ultimate step in the reli¬ 
gion of consumerism and tran¬ 
scended its own inanimacy to be¬ 
come a primitive fetish invested 
with the power of a totem, an ac¬ 
tive agent that shapes and rejuve¬ 
nates our sagging flesh. 

Since the 1960s, homosexuals 
have revolutionized men’s under¬ 
wear by radically feminizing it, in¬ 
corporating into its design sensu¬ 
ous fabrics like satin, lame, and 
lace and drastically shortening it, 
shrinking it into overtly erotic 
cuts modeled on the sultry teddies 
and sheer negligees of women’s 
lingerie. The gay catalogues of the 
1960s were a hotbed of fashion 
subversiveness in which manufac¬ 
turers openly set out to make un¬ 
derwear androgynous, to trans¬ 
form the blocky union suit, which 
sealed men from their ankles to 
their chins in a sweltering kind of 
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thermal body bag, into the micro¬ 
mesh G-string. Flitting about in 
diaphanous caftans, the hip 
swingers who modeled early 
briefs lounged around their bach¬ 
elor pads in a constant state of 
semi-undress, adorned in such 
precious and unmanly costumes 
as the Plume Strap, which con¬ 
sisted solely of an ostrich 
plume suspended over 
the groin, or 
the Bugle 
Bead 
Fringe 
Posing 
Strap, 
which con¬ 
sisted of a 
tiny curtain of 
threaded bugle beads dan¬ 
gling over what was 
known as a “modesty 
patch.” In this unapolo- 
getically homoerotic 
and effeminate world, 
which offered the 
lonely gay consumer 
both erotica and a 
reassuring glimpse 
of an illusory ho¬ 
mosexual utopia, 
scantily clad he¬ 
donists whooped 
it up at all-male 
weenie roasts 
and drowsy, 
morning-after 
brunches, where 
they are shown 
dishing with the 
girls, noshing 
on finger foods, 
and proudly 
sporting their 
London Scandals, 

Batik Lava Lava 
wrap-arounds, 
and terry-cloth Tree 
Top togas. 

The feminized un¬ 
derwear fashions of the 
1960s emerged out of the unisex 
world of matronly caftans, gauzy 
tunics, and “provocatively [sic] 
sensual ‘sin at home’ lounge 
wear,” which attracted the homo¬ 
sexual as a form of modified drag. 
The atrophy of underwear in the 
course of the 20th century, from 
the suffocating woolen uniform 
to the “Miniette,” a teardrop cache 
sexe “so light and filmy that it is 
hardly there,” was accelerated by 
the audacity with which gay men 
experimented with feminine 
styles of dress. In the thick of the 
counterculture’s unisex frenzy, 
homosexuals felt no qualms 
whatsoever about gussying them¬ 
selves up in the hilariously dated 
transvestitism of such androgy¬ 
nous outfits as see-through nylon 
harem pants, fish-net leotards, 
and sheer “swim coats” that one 
catalogue tells us “will make you 
look like a movie queen.” The gay 
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with the enervating trends of un¬ 
derwear fashion has provoked a 
backlash among some members of 
the gay community, an attempt to 
undo the homosexualizing of the 
brief, to make it straight again, to 
restore it to its golden age of manly 
innocence, the unspoiled era of art¬ 
lessness and naivete that predates 
the rise of the gay subculture. The 
gay underwear renaissance 
launched in the 1960s is thus en¬ 
tering a second stage, 
that of a coun¬ 
terrevolution 
in which our 
fetishism is 
turning back 
on itself and re¬ 
jecting its own 
mannerisms in an effort 
to decontaminate and puri¬ 
fy what many now view as a 
morally compromised garment 
emasculated by its association 
with gay life. In the put-it-back-on 
tendency of the 1990s, we see gay 
culture reacting against its own 
manic sexuality, which is leading 
“straight-acting” and “straight-ap¬ 
pearing” gay men to rid themselves 
of any visible traces of the subcul¬ 
ture and aim instead for the bland 
invisibility that will enable them to 
merge seamlessly into mainstream 
heterosexual society. 

The new self-con¬ 
sciousness that char¬ 
acterizes this sec¬ 
ond stage of 
the gay un- 
derwear 
revolu¬ 
tion has 
also 
given rise 
to what might 
be called “meta¬ 
underwear,” underwear 
that is in some sense 
“about” underwear, that openly 
comments on its own structure, 
exaggerating all of the basic com¬ 
ponents that hold it together, the 
waist bands, straps, seams, and 
flies. Engaging in a self-reflexive 
analysis of the “anatomy” of each 
particular design, manufacturers 
obsessively examine the garment 
for new sources of fetishistic ap¬ 
peal, singling out various structur¬ 
al features, which are now over¬ 
stated, put into a sort of visual ital¬ 
ics or quotation marks. 

Designers pursue this new spir¬ 
it of underwear formalism by ze¬ 
roing in on the briefs supporting 
elements, blowing them up like 
photo enlargements to twice their 
normal size and eroticizing them 
with a myopic intensity that 
makes the products sold in the In¬ 
ternational Male catalogue seem 
florid and overwritten. Often 
needlessly complicated with laces, 
zippers, and snaps, underwear flies 
are no longer simply convenient 
openings but full-fledged cod¬ 
pieces, distended pouches that 
protrude from the crotch of the 
brief, offering at once an invita¬ 
tion, a door marked “please enter,” 
and a prohibition, a locked door 
that suggest a new degree of inac¬ 
cessibility. Waistbands are no 
longer discreetly camouflaged but 
are now three and sometimes four 
inches wide, like that found on 
Tactics’ Cross Trainer, a huge sash 
of a waistband that encircles the 
abdomen like the belt of a jock¬ 
strap; or that found on Tactics’ Hi- 
Top Brief, which is as wide as a 
cummerbund, composing virtual¬ 
ly 50 percent of the garment. 
Straps now appear in superfluous 
places, criss-crossing the buttocks 
like scaffolding, or are elongated 
to preposterous lengths. Basix’s 
Body Thong, for instance, is a 
jockstrap that involves the entire 
body, its spandex belts running all 
the way from the crotch to the 
shoulders and then plunging 
down the back, like the spaghetti 
straps of a woman’s evening gown, 
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sion that there is a strict fashion 
code that differentiates the under¬ 
wear we wear to work from the 
underwear we wear on a date, 
loungewear from sleepwear, 
gymwear from jokewear (by 
which I mean the underwear 


people give as gifts, like Joe 
Boxer’s line of “graphic briefs,” or 
“Honey Buns,” or “I Love You, 
Butt....”) What the International 
Male catalogue calls the “basics 
you can rely on every day” are 
carefully distinguished from un¬ 
derwear that has “sleek dramatic 
looks for after-hours drama,” 
which is, in turn, distinguished 
from underwear in which you 
cuddle up to sleep and that in 
which you “wind down,” “relax,” 
or “just horse around.” 

If the primary strategy of the 
gay underwear revolution of the 
1960s was to strip everything down 
to the barest minimum, to bikinis 
made of “almost invisible, next-to- 
nothing nylon” and briefs “so light 
and breezy you’ll forget you even 
have them on,” gay men since the 
late 1980s have taken the exact op¬ 
posite approach and now seek to 
cover up as much of the body as 
possible. The take-it-off tendency 
of the 1960s has collided with the 
put-it-back-on tendency of the 
1990s, an impulse that has pro¬ 
duced a craze among gay men for 
baggy boxer shorts, which we have 
begun to eroticize as the underwear 
of the nerd, the goon, the negligent 
straight slob who is so unmitigat- 
edly heterosexual that he is indif¬ 
ferent to the sex appeal of his un¬ 
derwear. After decades of wearing 
briefs that are tight and skimpy, 
many homosexuals now drool over 
the saggy knickers of the careless 
nebbish, whom we exalt as a sym¬ 
bol of masculine authenticity, 
someone who has abstained from 
the orgy of commercialism in 
which gay men have been em¬ 
broiled since the 1960s. Our fatigue 


sensibility thus pervades the mod¬ 
ern brief, which would look en¬ 
tirely different if the homosexual 
subculture had not torn it apart at 
the seams, stripped it down to its 
most basic elements, and then re¬ 
modeled it in accordance with our 
sexual obsessions, the erotic fan¬ 
tasies that straight men in the 
1990s now wear on their 
own bodies in 
the form 
of their 
Adidas 
stretch 
briefs 
and their

sport straps. 


The recent socialization of un¬ 
derwear and its emergence as an 
appropriate form of semi-public 
attire have prompted manufac¬ 
turers to define various kinds of 
briefs by the particular situations 
in which they are most appropri¬ 
ately worn. As underwear is re¬ 
classified from an hygienic ap¬ 
purtenance to a fashion 
accessory, it experi¬ 
ences a significant 
loss of adapt¬ 
ability. 

Compa¬ 
nies are 
inventing 
a complex 
new eti¬ 
quette in order 
to persuade the 
gay consumer to di¬ 
versify his underwear col¬ 
lection, to expand it so that it 
reflects the same hierarchies of 
style implicit in other more con¬ 
ventional sorts of fashion, like the 
difference between formal wear 
and casual wear. 

The International Male cata¬ 
logue fulfills the basic capitalistic 
mandate to create out of a single 
monotonous commodity a multi¬ 
plicity of choices by designing rar¬ 
efied styles of underwear that 
serve increasingly specialized 
functions, thus fostering the illu¬ 
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ers who rallied around her but 
nonetheless looked like some¬ 
one’s sister camping it up, not 
with a muscular group of dash¬ 
ing lady killers, but with a gaggle 
of flustered queens. By the late 
1970s, this perennial fruit fly 
had become a buxom blonde 
beach bunny whom gargan¬ 
tuan body builders 
hoisted on their 


shoulders, staring lecherously at 
her cleavage and swooning in the 
sand dunes as she paraded dis¬ 
dainfully by. Although Ah Men 
continued well into the 1970s to 
sell such gay products as phallic¬ 
shaped vibrators and books enti¬ 
tled Asses , it significantly toned 
down its campy sense of humor in 
an obvious bid to broaden its ap¬ 
peal to straight men, who would 
undoubtedly have been mystified, 
if not appalled, by swim coats that 
“make you look like a movie 
queen” or mini-skirts that are ad¬ 
vertised as perfect either for a fe¬ 
male friend “or for Halloween.” 

The evangelical mission of con¬ 
temporary manufacturers to reach 
beyond the faithful gay brethren of 
the new underwear religion to the 


straight laity has also led compa¬ 
nies to deny outright the sexual 
function of their briefs. For all of 
the sensuality of the gorgeous 
young hunks who revel in their 
voluptuousness in the garish pho¬ 
tographs of the International Male 
catalogue, an unmistakable note of 
reticence, even embarrassment, can 
be found in the advertising copy 
that accompanies the gauzy “jock 
socks” and frill-length “unitards” in 
which the models strut and swag¬ 
ger. As homoerotic as the compa¬ 
ny’s merchandise appears, Interna¬ 
tional Male describes its briefs in 
lackluster and clinical terms, as if 
the most gratuitously decorative el¬ 
ements of the garment — sheer 
fabrics, massive pouches, strapless 
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In addition to describing a set of 
debonair if garish ascots as an ac¬ 
cessory that is “guaranteed to 
make you look like that TV star 
with only 18 months to live,” it 
pulled such stunts as photograph¬ 
ing a line of laughing gay men in 
bikinis next to a guffawing fag hag 
in a leopard-skin bathrobe, who 
seems to be playing the role of the 
lead Rockette of the Ziegfeld Fol¬ 
lies, an impression confirmed by 
the accompanying caption, which 
reads, “now boys, it’s one, two, 
three, kick!” As the company 
evolved, however, its catalogues 
became much more subdued. 
Among other things, a major 
change took place from the 1960s 
to the 1970s in a stock character 
that recurred in Ah Men’s pages, 
the token female who, in early is¬ 
sues of the catalogue, was dressed 
as scantily as the giddy male revel- 


If the second stage of 
the gay underwear revolu¬ 
tion involves a self-con¬ 
scious examination of the 
structure of our briefs, it 
also involves a concerted 
effort on the part of 
many manufacturers to 
broaden the appeal of 
their products to hetero¬ 
sexual men who, up until 
the last two decades, have 
resisted flashy trends in 
men’s lingerie. Whereas 
the earliest catalogues ap¬ 
pealed exclusively to gay 
men, betraying the sexual 
orientation of their readers 
in everything from drawings 
of strapping cowpokes by Tom 
of Finland to stationery that fea¬ 
tured naked boys wiggling their 
buttocks invitingly in the air, re¬ 
cent catalogues are far more am¬ 
bivalent and understated. As a gay 
spokesman for International Male 
put it, his company now rou¬ 
tinely aims for that “grey area” 
that will continue to appeal to 
their core homosexual mar¬ 
ket and yet also entice ven¬ 
turesome straight men who 
would be repelled by open 
reminders of the link be¬ 
tween gay culture and 
the sluttish styles of the 
manufacturer’s mer¬ 
chandise. As compa¬ 
nies attempt to sell 
their products outside of the nar¬ 
row market niche in which they 
were largely trapped before the 
1970s, they have undertaken a 
process of de-gaying underwear, 
re-masculinizing it, and carefully 
suppressing its disreputable origins 
in homosexual fetishism. It is one 
of the major ironies of the under¬ 
wear revolution that gay liberation 
did not enable the consumer to ac¬ 
knowledge the homoerotic appeal 
of men’s lingerie but drove our 
briefs back into the closet, with the 
paradoxical result that the gayest 
underwear catalogues appeared 
before Stonewall and not, as we 
would have expected, after it. 

Nowhere is this de-gaying 
process expressed more clearly 
than in the changes that occurred 
in the Ah Men catalogues from the 
1960s to the 1970s. In its first is¬ 
sues, Ah Men was awash in camp. 


only to disappear tantalizingly be¬ 
tween the cheeks of the ass. The 
seams and elastic bands that once 
served a strictly utilitarian and un¬ 
obtrusive function of shaping and 
defining the garment are now the 
objects of obsessive interest in 
themselves, the source of a for¬ 
malist fixation or mania that de¬ 
signers express through a concert¬ 
ed strategy of over-emphasis.

the second stage of the underwear 
revolution, as men’s lingerie pass¬ 
es out of the hands of the subcul¬ 
ture and into those of a more 
broadly-based heterosexual mar¬ 
ket, is also expressed in the frieze¬ 
like frontalism of underwear ads. 
In most catalogues, the butt is 
the dark side of the moon, un¬ 
seen, enigmatic, unrepre¬ 
sentable. With very few excep¬ 
tions, companies are reluctant 
to let the model turn his back 
to his audience but insist that 
he stand face forward, looking 
in the general direction of the 
viewer, perpetually on guard 
against the lurking sodomite who 
might sneak up on him unawares, 
launching an assault against this 
most vulnerable region of the 
male anatomy. In part, the relative 
absence of butt shots reveals how 
incompletely our culture has 
eroticized the male body, which, 
unlike the female body, can never 
be the passive recipient of some-

ness that surfaces in this dissonant 
relation of text to image. This sur¬ 
prising lack of candor stems from 
both the discomfort straight men 
feel about allowing themselves to 
be admired as sex objects and 
from a deliberate attempt to con¬ 
ceal from them the origins of un¬ 
derwear fetishism in gay culture. 
In this way, the influence of ho¬ 
mosexuality on the whimsically 
homoerotic appearance of Inter¬ 
national Male’s briefs is glossed 
over in language that transforms 
even the most screamingly mere¬ 
tricious cod pieces and G-strings 
into garments as dowdy and ser¬ 
viceable as corsets. The marketing 
of underwear to heterosexuals 
since the 1970s provides a clear in¬ 
stance of how the translation to 
mainstream straight culture of an 
artifact or ritual that originates in 
the gay community, from men’s 
lingerie to disco to the dance craze 
Voguing, necessitates an act of 
neutralizing self-erasure. Just as 
underwear must be laundered of 
the effeminate taint it has acquired 
after decades of gay experimenta¬ 
tion, so the co-optation of gay cul¬ 
ture in general involves the sys¬ 
tematic elimination of its most 
distinctive features, which must be 
sanitized if they are to be absorbed 
by the mainstream. The commer¬ 
cialization of gay culture thus in¬ 
evitably leads to its collapse. 

The anxiety that characterizes 


one else’s gaze, but is always 
frozen in genitally-centered im¬ 
ages so that the model can look 
back at the viewer, meeting his 
stare head-on. But perhaps just as 
important as the at-best partial 
nature of the objectification of the 
male body, the refusal to turn the 
model around also represents a 
protective gesture, an act of coy¬ 
ness, an expression of discomfort 
with the traditional audience of 
underwear, the horny gay men 
who devour the model’s body 
with their eyes, assessing the value 
of his attributes like a slave girl on 
an auction block. In the fiercely 
defended frontal nudity of the 
contemporary underwear ad, we 
see an implicit acknowledgment 
of the presence of the homoerot¬ 
ic gaze, a bashful awareness that 
the homosexual is looking, that it 
is he who sits in the front row of 
this never-ending striptease, rel¬ 
ishing every bump and grind. No 
matter how hard manufacturers 
attempt to suppress the origins of 
the underwear revolution in gay 
culture, the homoerotic history of 
men’s lingerie keeps emerging, 
digging itself out of the grave of 
utilitarianism, and haunting the 
tormented fashion awareness of 
the self-conscious straight con¬ 
sumer who finds himself wearing 
a costume that emerged from the 
sexual fantasies of this most trou¬ 
bling of minorities. T

sive pouches, strapless 
thighs — functioned 
solely to eliminate 
unsightly panty 
lines, or, in the case 
of the “U.S. Jock 
Brief” to offer some¬ 
thing rather in¬ 
scrutably described 
as “natural vertical 
lift support without 
uptight pullback.” 

The International 
Male catalogue also 
ascribes such prosaic, 
non-sexual qualities to 
the “Support Bar Brief,” 
which is equipped like a 
padded brassiere with a 
foam rubber cushion clearly 
designed like a falsie to en¬ 
large the bulge of the genitals 
but which is justified as serv¬ 
ing to “support and lift.” Util- : 
itarianism thus becomes a justifi¬ 
cation for fetishism, a ready-made 
excuse or alibi that allows straight 
men at once to indulge obscenely 
in their erotic obsessions and falsi¬ 
fy or gloss over the homosexual 
hedonism that the International 
Male catalogue celebrates with 
such wild abandon. 

A publication that otherwise 
reeks of the rapturous self-indul¬ 
gence of Southern California is in 
fact riddled with inhibitions and 
pruderies that suffuse the cata¬ 
logue’s semi-pornographic pages 
with the rhetorical equivalent of a 
maidenly blush, a self-conscious-

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something cultural and political was 
going on. Not the kind of politics we 
have now, which is more mainstream 
and more effective. But Ed White real¬ 
ly got it down in States of Desire: the 
gay scene was a sort of underground 
railroad. You could go across America 
on that network. 

The ’70s were really different for 
gays in NYC and SF. For the gay and 
women’s movements, that was a kind 
of key frontier time. I wouldn’t do it 
again— if someone offered me acid 
today, I couldn’t imagine doing it. But 
it was a delayed adolescence for my¬ 
self, and about 10,000 other guys like 
myself! 

And then l have a different kind of 
nostalgia, because so many of these 
friends of mine are dead. I liked re¬ 
membering them. But I don’t mean 
nostalgia like 1 think it should all crank 
up again. It’s important not to disas¬ 
sociate the party from the serious 
agenda. 

I wanted to disconnect AIDS and 
sex. People were going through all this 
in a very different mind. It was proba¬ 
bly destructive and unfocused, but also 
Utopian and romantic. Still, you have 
to read it through the dark glasses of 
what came after. 


You've already taken some heat for 
having Sean meet Gaeten Douglas 
(Randy Shifts' "Patient Zero/' a sort 
of Typhoid Mary of the AIDS epidem¬ 
ic) in the novel's closing pages. He is a 
scapegoat figure in Shifts' book, but 
he comes off as almost a mythic figure 
in yours. 


It’s very different to me, “Patient Zero” 
in a non-fiction book, and “Patient 
Zero” in a fiction book. As a character 
in an over-the-top moment in an his¬ 
torical epic, I think it worked. 

Gooch says when he was writing 
Golden Age, his thought was that this 
was one book that wouldn’t be picked 
up for the movies, given ail its de¬ 
praved elements. In fact, it already has 
been optioned for film— not by Hol¬ 
lywood, to be sure, but by the inde¬ 
pendent producers who were behind 
Larry Clark’s Kids. There’s been talk of 
Tom Donahue for the lead.
